Environmentalists play dirty at Prescott 


he American Desert Racing Association has had its problems during the 16 
T years they’ve been organizing races, but the 15th Annual Prescott 100 desert 

race, held May 26 in Arizona’s Prescott National: Forest, marked the first 
time that ecological terrorists have delayed an ADRA race. 

The Prescott National Coalition of Friends has been vehemently opposed to 
ADRA holding their race in the Prescott National Forest near Camp Wood, and 
as early as last year began mapping out a strategy to stop the race. A lengthy. 
legal battle ensued, but ADRA Race Director Phil Auerheimer was able to obtain 
the permit for the Prescott 100 at the last minute. 

Unfortunately, radical environmentalists decided to take matters in their own 
hands and spiked the course with nails and altered course markings. When evidence 
of course tampering was discovered before the start of the race, Auerheimer called 
the Chino Valley Sheriff's Department and they spent much of the day attempting 
to chase down the perpetrators. One of the Sheriff’s vehicles reportedly ran over 
the booby traps on the course and suffered two flat tires. Despite their efforts, 


and Canadian riders competing as the series regulars stood by their decision not 
to appear because of their dissatisfaction over the standard of safety at the Ontario 
circuit. Ironically, just one superbike rider crashed, without injury, during the 
three-day event. 

Mosport issued a press release on Saturday, June 1, when it became apparent 
that the 31 riders were going to boycott. It said: “Simply and undeniably, the 
final authority to license circuits for international motorcycle competition rests 
with the FIM, the world governing body. Mosport currently holds a license for 
1991 and 1992. It would appear that European superbike riders are now contesting 
this authority in that they feel this circuit requires even further work (almost 
$500,000 has already been spent to bring it to FIM standards) before it meets 
their requirements. 

“Mosport had received entries from a number of these riders all of which, other 
than seven were subsequently withdrawn. In any event these seven have failed 
to show. The action of these riders has cheated the public from seeing a full 
World Championship event. We have asked the FIM to take appropriate measures 
to ensure that such a situation does not occur again and hope to stage a World 
Championship Superbike race again in 1992. In an effort to be fair to the fans 
who are in attendance this weekend, Mosport management have decided to make 
partial admission refunds to those who feel dissatisfied with the quality of the 
event.

logs were moved onto the course during the event, causing racers to crash. 
Colby Turner was one of those riders and was very upset when he reached 


the finish line. 


"Can't somebody do something about those people?" said the 16-year-old racer, 
"It was horrible. People were throwing rocks at me, then I hit something in 
the road and crashed pretty hard. People were clapping when I went down." 

Auerheimer had met with law enforcement officials and Forestry Service 
Supervisors to review the problem, and according to Auerheimer the eco-terrorists' 


actions may have backfired. 


“These same people who were never concerned about a dirt bike race before 
are now very sympathetic to our problems," said Auerheimer. “They understand 
that we are a family-oriented group and that these idiots are endangering their 


lives."

American 125cc GP contender Bob 
Moore has shaken off several injuries 
and holds down second place in the 
World Championship 125cc MX Series 
standings. “I dislocated my shoulder 
in Italy on Easter, and I also damaged 
a vertebra in my back when another 
rider jumped on me at the German 
Championship opener," said Moore at 
the May 26 Hungarian GP. "That 
affected my performance at the first 
two GPs." Despite those injuries and 
a twisted ankle in the May 26 Hugarian 
GP, Moore is 24 points behind cham- 
pionship leader Stefan Everts after five 
of 12 scheduled GPs. 


Defending 125cc MX World Cham- 
pion Donny Schmit, who broke his 
right thumb and collarbone in the 
Hungarian GP, will almost certainly 
miss the next three 125cc GPs. Schmit 
could possibly have continued to 
compete if he had surgery to plate his 
broken collarbone, but the thumb 
injury made it impossible to contem- 
plate a quick comeback and Schmit has 
decided to wait until he is properly fit 
to return to action. 


Donny Schmit is riding with a 
Luxembourg license this year. “My 
ancestors, who emigrated to America, 
came from the Grand Duchy, so it 
makes sense," said Schmit, who hails 
from Minnesota. “The reason for the 
change (from an AMA license) was the 
difficulty in obtaining the releases to 
race in Europe from the AMA. At times 
the release was not coming through | 





until the day before the race and 
causing all sorts of hassles. Everything 
works much better with the Luxem- 
bourg federation.” Schmit still shows 
his American patriotism and was very 
upset at the pre-race presentation in 
Hungary at which an American flag 
was not displayed. When he declined 
[to stand by the Luxembourg flag, the 
Stars and Stripes flag was rapidly 
located for him. 


Aaron Hough, the overall winner at 
the last two rounds of the AMA 
National Cross Country Series, suf- 
fered a knee injury at the June 2 West 
Virginia National. Hough will be 
sidelined for approximately three 
weeks. 


Dirt tracker Wink Freitas, who was 
treated for a suspected broken neck at 
the San Jose Mile, May 19, has been 
released from the hospital and is well 
on the road to recovery. Luckily, 
Freitas suffered only a concussion and 
multiple bruises in his crash, and 
hopes to be back in action at the June 
22, Lake Odessa 600cc National. “I’m 
still real sore," said Freitas in a 
telephone conversation from his home 
in Newman, California. “T1 be ready 
to go in a couple of weeks, no problem. 
АЙ I can remember is going to the 
starting line, then waking up on 
Wednesday. The only thing that bums 
me out, is that they cut my leathers 
to shreds!” 


Danny LaPorte, the 1982 250cc MX 
World Champion, signed a contract 
with Husqvarna motorcycles to com- 
pete in off-road races held in the 


United States and Mexico. He also 
signed on with the Lucky Strike 
Cagiva/Ducati team to compete in 
European rallies. LaPorte's first 
appearance aboard a Husqvarna under 
the new contract will be at the June 
8 SCORE Baja 500. LaPorte and 
teammate Randy Rodriguez will ride 
a 610cc four-stroke in Baja. LaPorte, 
with Kawasaki Team Green team- 
mates Larry Roeseler and Ted Hun- 
nicutt, is a two-time (1989-'90) winner 
of the Baja 1000. 


Due to drought conditions, the eighth 
round of AMA National Cross 
Country Series in Charlotte, 
North olina, June 29-30, has 
been cancelled. The event will not 
be rescheduled, making the best nine 
out of 13 rounds count towards the 
National Championship title. 


German road racer Helmut Bradl 
had a technical advantage that baffled 
most observers at the Italian and 
German GPs — he was using three 
carburetors on his twin-cylinder 
Honda NSR250. The reason was secret: 
he was testing Mikunis for improved 
top-end, but the Honda has an elec- 
tronic trigger in one of the Keihins 
informing the ignition system of the 
throttle opening. Thus he carried a 
single Keihin attached to the engine 
only by an electronic wire.

Speaking in, 


Kawasaki 's Illinois event cancelled 


for Good Times Event" planned for Sunday, June 23, at the Highland House 


K awasaki Motors Corp., U.S.A. announced the cancellation of its “Get Together 


restaurant in Highland Park, Illinois. 

Planned as part of an ongoing series of ride-ins for area motorcyclists, the event 
was expected to attract up to 5000 tourists to the area. Kawasaki representatives 
met with City of Highland Park officials as early as last December to plan the 
event, but a permit application was denied by the City Manager’s office on May 


In 13 prior events organized by Kawasaki since 1989, funds generated from the 
sale of souvenirs donated by the company went to benefit local charities. At events 
across the country, in such diverse areas as Danbury, Connecticut; Woodside, 
California; New Hope, Pennsylvania; and Colorado Springs, Colorado; funds were 
raised for volunteer fire departments, hospitals, town libraries, terminally ill 
children, disabled workers and other worthy groups. 

“We are disappointed in having to announce the cancellation of all corporate 
Kawasaki activities and events previously planned for the Highland House area,” 


said Jodie Munden, public relations manager. 


“Thirteen prior such events have 


been held safely, have run smoothly, and have provided wholesome recreation 
and economic benefits to the 13 communities." 

Kawasaki's detailed event plan, submitted to the City of Highland Park, outlined 
traffic and crowd management and provided for added security, the costs of which 
were to have been borne by the company. Overflow parking was to be accommodated 
in nearby lots rented by Kawasaki for the day. 
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Italy, he said: "I will be back again 
for the rest of this season, and next 
year." Rothmans Honda, however, has 
not renewed his contact... yet; and 
his manager Harris Barnett said: 
“Things are fluid at the moment, with 
a couple of possibilities on the cards." 
Gardner's statement reinforced rumors 
that he and Barnett are planning their 
own team next year. The popular 
scenario puts fellow Australian Darryl 
Beattie in with Gardner for an all- 
Australian effort, probably with a new 
sponsor. Assuming Rothmans con- 
tinue with their involvement with GP 
racing, this would leave a vacant place 
alongside Michael Doohan in the 
official HRC squad, and already the 
name of Kevin Schwantz is being 
mentioned. 


World Championship rivals Helmut 
Bradl and Luca Cadalora left the 
Italian GP with teeth bared after their 
elbow match on the way to the finish 
line, but in Germany Bradl issued a 
statement defusing the situation, 
without withdrawing any threats. “I’m 
happy the matter has been settled — 
Luca and I should not bear a grudge 
any more. It was to be expected that 
it would be grist to the media mill, 
but we are not bulls turned loose, as 
was written in some papers. This is 
nonsense, and I shall prove that I for 
one am a fair sportsman. Luca has 
apologized — I have accepted. But I 
am honest enough to admit that this 
is the last time I will pardon him. I 
am pretty guileless, and I class myself 
as a harmless person. But I find I can 
get pretty angry — you sometimes find 
new sides to your character.“ But the 
German public were not so forgiving. 
One of the politer impromptu track- 
side banners stated: “Cadalora Go 
Ноте”, while he was reportedly 
escorted out of a local restaurant after 
his fellow diners started to behave in 
a threatening manner. 


Top Dutch sidecar driver Egbert 
Streuer doubtless now regrets his 
decision to dispense with the services 
of his passenger Geral de Haas, who 
he replaced in acrimonious circum- 
stances at the start of the year with a 
near neighbor Harry Hofstenger. The 
new passenger fell out of the chair in 
the first race of the season at Laguna 
Seca and was replaced by American 
champion Peter Essaff while he 
recovered from his injuries. Hofstenger 
returned in Germany, but fell out of 
the chair again in the first practice 
session. Essaff again took his place, 
and Streuer now expects to finish the 
season with the American.

ing procedures, to be introduced in 
July from the French Grand Prix 
onwards — and have added a few 
wrinkles especially for wayward 
motorcyclists. In general, the FIM has 
followed the list of banned and per- 
mitted substances of the International 
Olympic Committee. The additions 
are an alcohol test, and another test 
for marijuana. The drug tests will be 
carried out after each race, to a 
minimum of two classes at each GP, 
and with a minimum of three riders 
per class — the race winner, and two 
others to be nominated by the trackside 
jury. The alcohol tests are at the 
discretion of individual organizers, 
and can be carried out at any time 
during the event. The permitted level 
of alcohol in the bloodstream is 0.0 
percent, but this need not rule out a 
glass of wine with dinner the night 
before a race. “After one glass of wine, 
the alcohol level is between 0.2 and 
0.4 percent," said Dr. Hand-Robert 
Kreutz, the head of the FIM's medical 
commission. “Оп average it takes 
about one hour to lose 0.1 of a percent. 
We do not intend to stop all riders from 
drinking at all, but we did not feel we 
could set a limit higher than zero 
percent when some countries set that 
as their limit for driving on the public 
roads." Concerning the surprise inclu- 
sion of marijuana, he said: “Some 
unofficial tests last year gave us the 
impression that this will not be a 
problem in GP racing, but that it 
might be in drag racing and 
speedway.” 


The Kevin Schwantz to Honda 
rumors resurfaced at Hockenheim in 
the wake of his disappointing Italian 
GP, and probably have as much 
substance now as they ever had in the 
past — that it is impossible to predict 
the future, but that Schwantz (like 
most other riders) keeps all his options 
open. He told a Swiss journalist: “Му 
dad is talking to people including 
HRC, and we must wait and see what 
Suzuki come up with. But if they don't 
change their program, I might have 
to leave. The team is old-fashioned in

HOCKENHEIM, GERMANY, MAY 16 
о short-story writer could have 
№ of a better twist in the 
tail for the climax of the German 
Grand Prix. 

The weekend started with Dunlop 
in disgrace for a second weekend in 
succession, their tires falling to pieces 
on the fast straights. Then came an 
emergency Friday-night air drop of 
new rubber. And on Sunday Dunlop 
riders finished first and second, after 
Michael Doohan’s rear Michelin fell 
to pieces instead. 

The surprise winner, after his prob- 
lems in the past few races, was Lucky 
Strike Suzuki’s Kevin Schwantz, by 
barely a Dunlop's breadth, after he'd 
outpointed his old rival Wayne Rainey 
on brinkmanship in a heroic last-lap 
duel. The decisive move was a stun- 
ning outbraking maneuver by 
Schwantz, the bike hopping sideways 
as he dodged inside Rainey into the 
fast right into the relatively tight 
stadium section. 

The pair entered the corner almost 
abreast, but Schwantz was inside, and 
try as he might (and he certainly did) 
Rainey was unable to get back at him 
in the three remaining corners. 

Doohan, who had earlier made the 





running on his Rothmans Honda, 
limped home third. When his rear 
Michelin had started to disintegrate, 
it smashed the rear-wheel fairing, 
which flew off and almost hit Rainey. 
After that, the Australian pole-sitter 
considered himself lucky to finish at 
all. 

Schwantz also smashed the lap 
record, both he and Marlboro Yamaha- 
mounted Rainey breaking the Hock- 
enheim two-minute barrier for the first 
time on two wheels. The Texan's 
average speed was an exciting 126.493 
mph; and the race was shortened by 
a lap to avoid potential fuel- 
consumption problems at the fastest 
track in the world. 

Eddie Lawson was fourth, another 
excellent and unexpected Cagiva 
success; with the injured Wayne 
Gardner and his Rothmans Honda 
fifth. There were just 14 finishers out 
of 15 starters, with John Kocinski 
crashing unhurt out of sixth place at 
half-distance. 

The Hockenheim race was a great 
day for the German crowd, with home- 
rider victories in all other classes. HB 
Honda's Helmut Bradl walked away 
with the 250 race, his second win this 











year; with Repsol Honda's Carlos 
Cardus narrowly defeating Dutchman 
Wilco Zeelenberg's Sharp-Samson 
Honda for second. Rothmans Honda's 
title leader Luca Cadalora was fourth, 
riding in pain after crashing in 
practice. 

Ralph Waldmann won a thrilling 
125cc GP, the 24-year-old's first vic- 
tory, narrowly ahead of Loris Capi- 
rossi and Heinz Leuthi (all on Hon- 
das), the victors of an astonishing 11- 
bike pack. 

"Then German sidecar driver Ralph 
Bohnhorst took a surprise victory in 
another ultra-close race, after early 
leader Steve Webster had seized and 
retired. World Champion Alain 
Michel was second, Rolf Biland third, 
with Egbert Streuer and American 
passenger Peter Essaff prevailing over 
a five-machine battle for fourth, and 
taking the lap record. 

A great day of racing at the Hock- 
enheimring saw a fillip tó champion- 
ship chances in all classes, with the 
leading contenders closing up again. 
And it was also proof that the best and 
closest racing takes place at fast tracks 
- and that when it comes to tire 
technology pushed to the outer limits, 
there are often unexpected results. 

The daunting Hockenheimring 
comprises two distinct parts: the 
stadium section, of four relatively tight 
corners which starts and finishes each 
lap, and the long lozenge-shaped run 
through the forest, culminating in the 
dauntingly fast 180-degree Ostkurve. 
On these straights, each interrupted by 
a 100 mph chicane, the fastest 500 
(Doohan's Honda) was reaching 190 
mph; and it was here that the over- 
stressed: Dunlops had been blistering 
and chunking. 

Pole-starter Doohan took off ahead 
of Lawson and Rainey for the first fast 
run out east. By the end of the lap, 
Rainey was ahead and Doohan second, 
and Schwantz ahead of Gardner and 
starting to close up on the Cagiva. Any 
hopes of preserving tires or fuel went 
out of the window, as Doohan and 
Rainey battled back and forth, and 
Schwantz got his head down after 
passing Lawson on lap three so as not 
to lose the vital draft. 

The Honda and the Yamaha 
changed places several times, then 
Rainey had a very near miss on lap 
three on the exit from the Sachskurve 
in the stadium section, thrown right 
out of the seat as he tried to force past 
Doohan on the inside. After that, he 
settled back in second, and Schwantz 
tagged on behind, with the race pace 
already close to two-minute laps. 

Then Schwantz turned up the pres- 





sure, setting his best time on lap 11, 
and passing Rainey one lap later. The 
next lap, he moved inside Doohan into 
the stadium section, and took the lead 
for the first time. 

But Doohan was back in front again 
next time, and trying to make a break 
when suddenly grandstand viewers of 
the giant TV screens saw something 
large and black fly off his Honda. It 
was the rear wheel fairing, dislodged 
by his disintegrating Michelin — and 
his race was run. 

"At one stage I thought I could 
win," said the Australian. “But then 
I ran into backmarkers at both chi- 
canes. Five laps from the end, I started 
to push it to try and get away, then 
my tire went." 

What had he felt when his chunking 
Michelin ripped off the rear-wheel 
fender, which then damaged the seat 
as the 190 mph breeze ripped it from 
the bike? Doohan is nothing if not 
understated. “I just felt a bad vibration. 
I slowed, and just hoped I could keep 
my position — I can’t say the bike was 
sliding around after that, because I 
didn’t push it hard enough.” 

The flying object gave Rainey an 
anxious moment. “I thought it was a 
piece of tire, and I moved over, because 
I thought the whole bike was going 
to go. When I went by I pointed at 
his Баск.” 

Schwantz saw something flash by, 
but was intent on his own business, 
and kept close on Rainey’s tail, 
awaiting a certain last-lap battle. 

Rainey led the first half, then they 
came on backmarker Eddie Laycock on 
the way into the ultra-fast Ostkurve. 
The leading pair passed him one each 
side and. Rainey led onto the penul- 
timate straight. But it was Schwantz 
in front into the last chicane — a 
possible tactical error. 

Sure enough, Rainey drafted past 
him on the last straight, and would 
seem to have had the race won. 

But Schwantz was ready for him, and 
as Rainey hit the brakes for the corner 
into the stadium section, Schwantz 
swerved out from behind and out- 
braked him. With the rear wheel 
slewing from side to side, it seemed 
he may have left it too late, but he later 
praised the power of his exclusive six- 
piston AP carbon brakes. 

They entered the corner side by side, 
but Schwantz had the inside line and 
emerged in front. Rainey tried round 
the outside into the way into the 
looping (tall) first-gear Sachskurve, on 
the inside on the exit. Schwantz 
wouldn't give an inch. Rainey had one 
last attempt, coming out tighter and 
harder from the final 90-degree right- 
hander onto the straight and pulling 
almost alongside of his rival's Suzuki 
as it slewed sideways and its rider 
looked over the wrong shoulder. 

Over the line, the computers made 
the gap just 0.016 of.a second, and 
everyone could see it was in Schwantz's 
favour. 

The 26-year-old's second victory this 
season was like the first in Japan — 
narrowly won with a breathtaking 
display of skill and daring. “It seems 
there aren't any easy races any more," 
he grimaced. “I don't know how I 
managed that last lap. When he came 
by on the last straight, I knew which 
side he'd come, and I got straight into 
his draft. When he hit the brakes I had 
to dodge to avoid hitting him. That's 
why the bike was hopping around." 

Rainey was rueful. “I came out of 
his draft too soon on the last straight,” 
he said. "It gave him the chance to 
outbrake те.” 

Behind this breathtaking battle, 
Lawson's Cagiva had been sounding 
sick, and on lap five he succumbed to 
Gardner. He said: “Maybe a reed valve 











was broken, but it was running okay. 
My problem was my rear tire was too 
hard, and I couldn’t lean it over in the 
left-handers in the chicanes. I decided 
to go for a finish.” 

But the second Rothmans Honda 
rider was far from his best, and Lawson 
Stayed with him; and when the pair 
came upon two battling backmarkers 
(Berker's 358cc Yamaha twin and 
Buckmaster's '87 Suzuki RG), he man- 
aged to get in front of Gardner and the 





slow riders, and open up a safe gap 
through the next bends. At the finish, 
Gardner had faded to 15 seconds behind. 

The race behind was processional. - 
even more so after Kocinski slid off into 
the gravel on turn one, wrenching his 
knee. A lonely Didier de Radigues on 
the second Lucky Strike Suzuki was 
sixth, down on power and with some 
front tire problems, but well ahead of 
Juan Garriga's Yamaha, the Spaniard 
also lacking top end. 
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The tire war rages on in Germany · 


fter the manifold Dunlop tire problems at 

Misano the week before, the arrival at the 

track with the longest and fastest straights 
"in racing was preceded by intense speculation of 
how the Anglo-Japanese tires would cope with 
running at a sustained 190 mph-plus. 

The answers started coming in free training on 
Friday morning — they wouldn't cope, and with 
tires chunking and blistering and doing every- 
thing short of exploding on the rim, Messrs 

| Schwantz, Rainey, Kocinski, de Radigues, 
Chandler et al ended day one feeling very glum, 
and rather frightened. 

“Every ume a gust of wind shakes the bike, you 
wonder: was that the wind, or the back tire?" said 

;Schwantz while Rainey admitted: “It means I 
_ can’t aim to finish first. I'm just hoping to finish." 

What a difference a day — and an emergency international airlift of new tires 
— can make. Dunlop, who had been working virtually nonstop, flew in a batch 
of new rear covers from Japan and another from England, while a third arrived 
by road from England, just in time to miss the first timed session, but ready 
for Saturday. : : 

After that, the men from Dunlop (a consignment of Japanese technicians had 

_ flown in to supplement the usual British trackside troops) could hold their heads 
up again. It seemed, as the day wore on and Schwantz moved from a hard-won 
fourth overall into pole position, that the problems were over. 
__ That didn't last either, for in the closing minutes of the last session Michael 
Doohan (right) stole a small lead to reclaim the top spot he had held all Friday. 
i han, of course, uses Michelins, and faced a quite different set of problems. | 
While the Dunlops were getting too hot, the ultra-hard Michelins weren't getting 
hot enough, and in free training the Australian crashed at one of the circuit's 
| ultra-fast chicanes. “I was testing a real hard tire, and it caught me out. I'd done 
five laps, but there are so few left-handers here, and that side of the tire still 
"hadn't warmed up," he said. From then on, his team was putting cuts in that 
' side of the tire to avoid a repeat. ; 

Doohan was consistently fast throughout, setting the top speed-trap time — 
an awesome 190.34 mph; but as calm and collected as ever. "I mainly feel the 
speed from the wind pressing on my helmet," he said; adding: “We've been trying 
different pressures and things all day to try and find a compromise that would 
let the tires get warm enough to work, but not too hot. I believe we've got it 
right now.” | 

Schwantz remained second, and spent the last session entertaining the enraptured 
grandstand crowd to a display of sideways riding, coming onto the pit straight 
more like a dirt bike than a road-racing motorcycle. 

“Га found one of the new English Dunlops to set my fast time in the morning. 
In the afternoon, I was just trying to abuse it, to see how much it could take. 

I did eight or nine laps like that, and it was okay — І guess Dunlop has had 
а few ideas in the last week," he said. Even so, he believed he would choose 
a slightly slower tire with a harder compound, to be on the safe side. 

Nobody expected the Cagivas to go well at this top-speed track, especially since 
the team's tests at Mugello during the week had not included the promised new 
engine parts, but only some existing parts with modifications. But nobody took 
Lawson into account, who found speed one way or another, and qualified third, 
putting the Cagiva on the front row of the grid for a second time in its life 

‘and a second successive race. The other riders were now viewing him as a serious 
threat, not least because the Cagiva's "softer" power output was less hard on 
tires. '"Tomorrow I'm going to gear it up," he added; “so I can have the other 
' guys tow те. Га better get a real good start.” | 

This left Rainey sucking his teeth, fourth overall and оп the far end of row 

one. He had similar experiences with the new Dunlops to Schwantz, set his fast 
time on a similar tire, and also elected to race on the slightly harder variant. 
“І feel a lot better about the race than I did yesterday,” he said; predicting tire 
tactics would see a slow start and a close race. 
,, Kocinski led row two, haivng less tire trouble for the simple reason that he 
1s still not riding a 500 to its maximum, though his results might suggest otherwise. 
He still takes unusually tight lines, and told me: "That’s not my style. I like 
to use all the track. But I’m not able to ride the 500 aggressively yet.” A Hockenheim 
first-timer, he hated the circuit. "There's no corners," he said. "How сап you 
make up time? I don't think this high-speed stuff is real racing, and it's dangerous.” 
Alongside him, Wayne Gardner was riding with a special boot and a lightweight 

plaster cast on his injured foot, after finding that the simple bandage recommended 
by Dr. Costa wasn’t protection enough. 
De Radigues was seventh. The next qualifier was Ruggia, but the Frenchman 
stepped off his Sonauto-Yamaha on Saturday morning, and broke his collarbone. 
Chandler was next, riding neatly as ever if not especially fast; then came Barros, 
_who crashed his Cagiva heavily at the same chicane soon after Ruggia, breaki 
his wrist badly. These crashes shrunk the starting grid, already depleted by the 
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absence of the injured Sito Pons, still further.

Adrien Morillas's Yamaha was 
eighth, with Doug Chandler's similar 
bike ninth, Laycock 10th, and Doo- 
rakkers 11th. 

The leading contenders now share 
two race victories apiece, and gross 
championship scores put Doohan first 
on 106, Rainey second on 94, and 
Schwantz third on 75. Knocking off the 
two worst scores (as they will do at 
the end of the year) makes it a lot closer, 
however, with Doohan leading on 74, 
Rainey on 72, Schwantz on 63, and 
Kocinski fourth on 62. 

The injured Cadalora led the 15-lap 
250cc race into the first chicane, but 
was soon overpowered by the fast and 
hungry Bradl, who proceeded to pull 
away at lap record speed, taking about 
a second a lap off the pursuers until 
he was better than 10 seconds ahead 
on lap nine. 

This was remarkable at a circuit 
where the slipstreaming effect kept 
close battles for the lead in all other 
classes. "Everything was perfect," he 
said later. “І just carried on going fast 





to keep my concentration, and only on 
the last lap did I begin to pray that 
my engine would be okay." 

The Honda NSR V-twin, wrenched 
by Toni Mang’s former tuner Sepp 
Schloegl, was okay, and he was in front 
by some 13.5 seconds at the finish, with 
the crowd redoubling its baying 
approval. “This is definitely the 
biggest day of my life," said Bradl. 

The pursuit was led at first by P.F. 
Chili's fast Aprilia, with Loris Reg- 
giani's similar works bike hot on his 
heels, and Zeelenberg's, Cardus' and 
Cadalora's Hondas slipstreaming 
furiously. 

Reggiani was the first to go, with 
a broken ignition wire on lap three. 
Now Cardus got ahead of Chili, 
followed on lap six by Zeelenberg. 
Shortly afterwards, Chili ran straight 
at one of the chicanes, and crashed in 
the subsequent gravel pit. 

Now it was Hondas all the way, with 
Cardus and Zeelenberg locked in 
combat, and Cadalora fighting an 
eventually losing’ battle to stay in

touch. Cardus had earlier been com- 
plaining about fever and stomach 
upset, but seemed to forget his prob- 


lems. Zeelenberg, meanwhile, was, 


considering his last-lap tactics. 

“But I made a mistake,” he said later. 
“I led into the Ostkurve and onto the 
last straight, and Cardus could draft 
past, even though my bike was better 
on top speed. I tried to outbrake him 
into the stadium, but I wasn’t able to, 
then I got second instead of first gear 
at the Sachskurve. After that I gave 
u 

ЫРА was half-a-second ahead 
across the line, saying: "I think this 
is the start of a comeback." And 
Cadalora was another 10 seconds 
adrift, more worried about his physical 
condition than a ''Cadalora Go 
Home" banner hanging off the finish- 
line grandstands — a reference to his 
controversial elbowing match with 
Bradl a week before at Misano. 

There was a desperate battle for fifth, 
won at the last gasp by Masahiro 
Shimizu’s works Honda from top 
privateer Andy Preining’s private 
Aprilia, former 125 champion Alex 
Criville (Marlboro Cobas Honda), 
Jochen Schmid (RS Honda), and 
Martin Wimmer’s new works Lucky 
Strike Suzuki. Stefan Prein’s HB- 
backed RS, and Paolo Casoli’s API 
Yamaha TZ-M were tagged on behind, 








with the whole group was covered by 
1.5 seconds. 

Schmid had been well ahead of this 
group before an excursion onto the 
grass, and the German’s charge back 
from behind was a feature of the race. 
Eventual victor Shimizu, however, 
bided his time, then used his works 
machine’s turn of speed to prevail in 
the closing laps. 

Cadalora retained his title lead, with 
110 points (gross) to Bradl's 91. Cardus 
has 82, and Zeelenberg 71. 

Had the others not been so excellent, 
the first race of the day, the 125cc GP. 
would surely have been the best. In this 
case, there were no less than 11 bikes 
going for the lead, changing . places 
constantly: 

Pole starter Loris Capirossi was 
ahead at first, then teammmate Fausto 
Gresini had a turn. Then Adi Stadler, 
Dirk Raudies, then Ralph Waldmann 
again. Hans Spaan was fighting well 
within the group, and climbed as high 
as fourth more than once, his lack of 
top speed no problem in the slip- 
streaming battle dominated by Hondas. 

It was anybody's race - until Gresini 
spoiled his day, not to mention Spaan's 
and Stadler's. On the second-to-last lap, 
the Italian passed both of them on the 
way into the Sachskurve, but was then 
cut off by Capirossi, who hadn't seen 
him and was holding his normal line. 

He clipped Gresini's front wheel; the 
Italian was forced to straighten up, 
which pushed Spaan outwards, taking 
Stadler with him. The trio ran off the 
edge of the track and tumbled in the 
sand trap. "That's racing," said a 
philosophical Gresini; while Spaan 
was equally sanguine. “I don't blame 
Gresini,” he said. "It's one of those 
things." ў 

But Stadler was enraged, and made 
no secret of it. 

This gave Waldmann and Capirossi 
up front a bit of breathing space for 
the last lap, and the German was ready. 
“Га geared my bike up by 3 mph after 
the warm-up,” he said; “So I was able 
to hold on to the gap I had." To the 
delight and adulation of the crowd, he 
led the Italian across the line by a 
quarter of a second. 

Swiss Honda rider Heinz Leuthi was 
third, with Gabrielle Debbia's Aprilia 
fourth, Alex Gramigni's similar bike 
fifth, with 1.5 seconds covering the first 
five. Then came Jorge Martinez's 
Cobas Honda, Alfred Waibel's Honda, 
and Raudies' Honda, just losing touch 
in the closing stages. 

Capirossi leads the table on 84 points 
to Gresini's 71, Waldmann's 56, and 
injured non-starter Ueda on 55. But 
on net points, Ueda still leads. 














The sidecar race was another snorter, 
with Ralph Bohnhorst and passenger 
Bruno Hiller surprise winners. They 
had got to the front, passing Webster, 
Michel and Biland, on lap five, and 
shortly afterwards ran onto the dirt. 

'This was to prove crucial, because 
both Webster and Streuer close behind 
had their engines ingest some dust; and 
though Webster did get back into what 
looked like a commanding lead, he had 
a seizure on lap 10, and was out of 
the race. 

Now Michel led for a lap, but the 
German crew were well on the boil, 
and led the last four laps, crossing the 
line a quarter of.a second ahead of 
Michel, who tried everything but 
simply couldn't find a way past. 

The Guedel brothers had been a 
close third, but also suffered an engine 
failure on the last lap, handing the 
position to Biland, only 2.4 seconds 
behind the winner. 

Another eight seconds back, Streuer 
and Peter Essaff prevailed over another 
close group after a race of wildly 
changing fortunes. They had been up 
to fifth when their engine also nipped 
up; but it got going again and they 
rejoined the battle in eighth, at the 
back of a tight group. 

Streuer passed all of them on the last 
lap to take an excellent fourth, ahead 
of Brindley, Abbott, the Egloffs and 
the Dixons, with just over a second 
covering the group. 

Three-time winner Webster 
retained his lead with 60 points gross; 
Bohnhorst moved up to second on 45, 
with Biland third on 41, and the 
Guedels on 40. Streuer is eighth on 
gross points, but fourth on net points, 
after discarding his pair of non-

Schmit's injury puts Everts 
on top in Hungary

KAPOSVAR, HUNGARY, MAY 26 

tefan Everts-won his first GP with 
S a devastating double-moto victory 

in southern Hungary, while 
American Donny Schmit’s hopes of a 
second consecutive 125cc World 
Championship were devastated when 
he crashed on the first lap of moto two 
and broke his thumb and collarbone. 

Everts’ 40-point maximum score 
hoisted him past Bieffe Suzuki team- 
mate Schmit to the head of the point 
standings where he leads 134-129. 
Schmit had won four motos in the first 
three GPs, and with four more rounds 
in the next five weeks his injury 
couldn’t have come at a worse time 
since he will be forced. to sit out at 
least the next two successive rounds in 
Switzerland and Belgium. 

American hopes are now pinned on 
KTM’s Bob Moore, who finished 
second overall with 3-2 moto finishes 
despite a twisted ankle suffered on the 
first lap of moto one. Moore lies third 
in the standings, 22 points behind 
Everts, who is the son of three-time 
125cc and 1985 250cc World Champion 
Harry Everts. 

Following a disastrous day at the 
previous GP in Holland, American 
Willie Surratt pulled back some points 
with his 7-12 moto finishes. Surratt, 
who holds seventh in the standings 
with 58 points, was unable to practice 
the week before the Hungarian GP. 

“1 damaged ligaments in my thumb 
last Sunday and needed a cortizone 
injection (to ride) this morning," said 
the southern Californian who is based 
in Italy. 

‘The GP at Kaposvar was the first MX 
GP evert to be held in Hungary. The 
organizers were at times slightly out 
of touch with. the reality of. World 
Championship-level racing, but 
showed a willingness to listen and 
implemented every suggestion with 
laudable haste. 

Everts stormed past Luca Celio, 


Marco Cerini and Jerome Belval 
halfway into the first lap of the 
opening 40-minute plus two-lap moto. 
Schmit moved into second one lap later 
and Moore, despite twisting his ankle 
on the first lap, was soon third. 

South African Greg Albertyn 
charged for the first 20 minutes and 
stormed from 13th atthe start to fourth. 
Surratt had also charged up to sixth 
behind Yves Demaria within 30 
minutes. 

Each of the title candidates main- 
tained at least 10 seconds between 
themselves, and Everts' lead grew to 18 
seconds over Schmit at the finish. 
Moore crossed the line 23 seconds 
behind in third with Albertyn finish- 
ing fourth, more than 20 seconds 
behind the American. Demaria held on 
to fifth while Surratt began to feel the 
pain from his damaged thumb and had 
to make way for Marcel Van Drunen 
in the closing stages. 

"I knew that I had to get to the front 
quickly," said Everts. “І didn't worry 
about Donny after that. I just concen- 
trated on my lap times so that I knew 
I was maintaining my pace. Now 
Donny knows why he won in Holland; 
if one of us gets away, the other has 
no chance.” 

“1 tried to close on Stefan for a 
couple of laps, but I was getting no 
closer," said Schmit. '"Fhere is still 
another moto." 

Indeed there was, but it didn't last 
long for the defending champ. Emerg- 
ing third from the narrow gulley at 
the top of the start straight, Schmit was 
only halfway! around the first lap when 
he fell victim to a nasty downhill step, 
crashing and breaking his thumb and 
collarbone. 

Several riders never made it to the 
first turn as they collided on the start 
straight. Demaria was one of the riders 
involved and he was left with a 
concussion. 





American Willie Surratt raced with an injured thumb to 7-12 moto finishes. The 
southern Californian is seventh in the 125cc World Championship point standings. 


Remy Van Rees had taken the 
holeshot, but threw away the lead 
when he slid out in the final corner 
of the opening lap. Pedro Tragter, who 
crashed on the first lap of moto one, 
inherited the lead and only stayed out 
front for 15 minutes because Everts was 
content to follow him in second having 
seen his title rival Schmit go down on 
the first lap. 

Everts made his move to the front 
when he swept inside Tragter under 
braking and then moved away with 
ease. A mistake by Tragter 10 minutes 
later allowed Moore to catch him, and 
the American soon secured second. 
Moore rode on to finish second, 10 
seconds .behind race-winner Everts. 
Tragter held on to third, seven seconds 
behind Moore. Andrea Bartolini 
claimed fourth over Remy Van Rees, 

while Joakim Karlsson battled 
through to finish sixth. cN

Round 4 


Parker creates a cushion 
with Italian GP win 


MANTOVA, ITALY, MAY 12 
rampas Parker gave himself just 
T: little bit of breathing room atop 
the standings in the World Cham- 
pionship 250cc MX Series by combin- 
ing 2-1 moto finishes for the overall 
victory in the Italian GP. 

Parker followed defending 250cc 
World Champion Alessandro Puzar to 
the finish line in the first moto,. but 
in moto two Parker went to the front 
early and stayed there to take the win 
and stretch his points lead over Puzar 
from one to nine points. Puzar finished 
sixth in the second moto, and his 
points for the day moved him to second 
in the standings past Marniqc Ber- 
voets, who dropped back a position in 
the title chase due to an ankle injury 
suffered in Saturday's sloppy practice. 

The sandy Mantova supercross-style 
circuit was still wet on race day, as 
riders sunk in the sand upon landing 
from many of the 22 jumps on the 
course. 

Puzar jumped ahead of compatriot 
Michele Fanton, Axel Holvoet and 
Parker at the start of the first 40-minute 
plus two-lap moto. Parker, who hails 
from Louisiana but now lives in Italy, 
passed Holvoet for third on lap four 
and began to move in on Fanton, who 
had faded 10 seconds behind Puzar. It 
wasn't until the halfway point that 
Parker made his move by Fanton into 
second, and then he could only watch 
Puzar pull away to the win, nearly 20 
seconds ahead of the American. 

Dave Strijbos had started ninth, but 
he charged throughout the race to 
climb into his third-place finishing 
position three laps from the finish. 
Pekka Vehkonen was next across the 
finish line, followed by Edwin Evert- 
sen. Fanton faded out of the top 15. 

Parker charged into the lead at the 
start of moto two and the pack could 
only chase him to the finish line. Rob 
Herring passed Holvoet for second on 
lap two and moved in on Parker's tail, 
but was unable to find a way past. 
Puzar had started seventh but was soon 
through to fourth, but a fall cost him 
several seconds. It also cost him his 
clutch lever which slowed him consid- 
erably in the deeply-rutted corners, and

he could do no better than sixth at the 
finish. 

Herring stayed in second, but after 
running out of fuel on the final lap 
of moto one while running eighth be 
made a planned gas stop after 30 
minutes. Holvoet and Mike Healey 
were already catching him, and shortly 
after his pit stop Herring came up 
short on a tabletop jump and the pain 
from the landing forced him to back 
off the pace. 

Healey, who crashed while running 
eighth in moto one, got by Holvoet, 
but there was no catching Parker as 
the former 125cc World Champion 
romped home with the win. Healey 
held on to second over Holvoet, while 
Teus Visser and Peter Dirckx rounded 
out the top five. єх

Schmit steamrolls 
Dutch GP 


MARKELLO, HOLLAND, MAY 12 
efending 125cc World Champion 
D» Schmit scored his third 
overall victory in as many GPs 
when he dominated both motos of the 





Dutch 125cc GP in northern Holland. 
'The Bloomington, Minnesota, native 
has won four of the six motos run this 
season and holds a commanding lead 
over Stefan Everts, who finished 
second overall, in the standings, 112- 
94. 

Schmit led all but one lap during 
the afternoon, as he romped home the 
winner in moto one ahead of Everts, 
Marcel Van Drunen, Yves Demaria, 
Pedro Tragter and American Bob 
Moore. Tragter should have finished 
third, but fearing a noise test for being 
in the top three he slowed when he 
saw the checkered flag and allowed 
Van Drunen to pass. Demaria was a 
bike length behind Van Drunen and 
also scooted past. What Tragter didn't 
realize was that the noise test after each 
moto had been eliminated several years 
ago and the test is only taken after the 
second moto. 

Moore was the only rider to- get in 
front of Schmit all day as he beat his 
compatriot out of the starting gate in 
moto two, but Schmit quickly passed 
him and rode on to another win. Moore 
battled with Everts over second for 
eight laps before the Belgian got by. 
Two laps after Everts took second, 
Moore dropped another position to 
Tragter and finished fourth behind the 
Dutchman. Demaria completed. the 
top five. €N

Hatch, Cunningham 
plit McArthur win

McARTHUR, OH, MAY 26 

uzuki’s Steve Hatch and Kawasa- 
S ki’s Terry Cunningham scored a 

split decision for the overall 
victory at the one-day Enduro Riders 
Association ISDE Qualifier. Hatch, 
competing as a Letter of Intent (LOI) 
rider, tallied the lowest score in the 
LOI division, while Cunningham, 
who competed as an AA rider, topped 
everyone, including the LOI compet- 
itors and Hatch. Cunningham con- 
cluded the event with 2304 points to 
Hatch’s 2341. 

So who was the overall winner? The 
AMA gave that decision to the hosting 
club, which decided the overall win as 
a split, although Hatch was declared 
as the LOI overall winner and Cun- 
ningham the non-LOI overall winner. 

Hatch didn’t like the decision, 
feeling as though he should have been 
declared as the sole overall winner of 
the event. 

“Terry (Cunningham) doesn’t want 
to be Letter of Intent,” Hatch said. “Аз 
soon as it started raining this morning 
(Sunday) he didn't have to impound 
his motorcycle so he switched tires. We 
(LOI riders) had to impound our bikes 
so we couldn't switch tires. (Plus), he 
was a lot of riders behind us and we 


had to break trail, and in the final 
motocross test, he was riding against 
guys who were out of his caliber. If 
he would've been up with us (LOI 
riders) his score would've been slower. 
It's not fair. If I wasn't Letter of Intent, 
I'd be back there. In my eyes if he 
wanted to go for the overall, he should 
pay his 20 bucks (to ride the LOI class) 
and beat us that way. We have to deal 
with lights, sound tests and stuff like 
that — he doesn't." | 
“І beat him," Cunningham said. 
“Fair is fair. I went faster than him.” 
Nonetheless, Hatch, riding a Suzuki 
RMX250, and Cunningham, aboard a 
Kawasaki KX125, were the riders to| 
beat, and the one who came closest to 
doing that was Honda XR600 four- 
stroke rider Scott Summers (LOI), who 
is the defending Cross Country and 
Hare Scrambles National Champion. 
Summers finished just four poin 
behind Hatch with a 2345 point score. 
Kawasaki Team Green's Kurt 
Hough performed another consistent 
ride, claiming fourth overall (third 
LOI) with a 2360. Rounding out the 
top five LOI overall were Dave Bertra 
(2447), Mark Hyde and Fred Hoess. 
For the past several years the McAr 








thur round of the National Enduro 
Series has become known as one of the 
wettest, and the vast undergrowth in 
the area makes: it one of the slickest 
and most difficult terrain to navigate 
on when wet. 

“Ме used two loops," said club 
member Vic Ely. “We had a 12-mile 
loop to the grass track. The grass track 
was approximately 2.9 miles long. The 
first terrain was 2.2 miles and the 
second terrain was 4.5 miles long." 

The course went 42 miles to the first 
gas stop then snaked through the forest 
for another 40-mile loop. After com- 
pleting the first 82 miles, the riders 
headed back out on the same first 40 
miles of the first loop but run in the 
opposite direction. After the last 40- 
mile section, the riders competed in the 
final MX special test. 

The event was also a points paying 
event for the AMA District 11 
competitors. 

Shortly before the opening 8:00 a.m. 
start, the lead group of 31 LOI riders 
were wondering if this year's enduro 
would be reminiscent of past years' 
events, as the skies opened up and 
produced a downpour which lasted 
roughly half an hour. The rain did, 
however, settle some of the dust and 
dryness but produced breath-robbing 
humidity in conjunction with near 90 
degree temperatures. 

Hatch, who scored his first-ever 
overall Qualifier win one week ago in 
Michigan, scored the fastest time in the 
first section. 

“The day went good," said Hatch 
afterwards. “I did good in the first grass 
section, though the rain made the 
ground really slick. The first terrain 
test had a lot of branches and it was 
tough to see and pick lines with the 
real deep ruts. The third terrain was 
more open and flat. I happened to tip 
over and highside and lose about five- 
to-10 seconds in the final grass track.” 

Four-time National Enduro Cham- 
pion Cunningham put his many years 
of Six Days experience to good work, 
as he tallied the lowest combined score 
in the special tests. 

“Everything just went good," Cun- 
ningham said. “І was pleased with the 
first test despite bobbling in the 
corners. This event was like a lot of 
the Six Days, but it could've been a 
little tighter. I fell in the terrain test 
and lost a few seconds and bailed big- 
time in the second section of woods, 
about eight miles in when I tried to 
go around slower riders.” 

Summers powered his big four- 
stroke through the tests, collecting low 
scores. 

"I had a decent grass track, but I 
fell in the terrain test as I went through 
these six-foot whoops," said Summers. 
“І was going fast and the trail turned 
while I was in midair, so I had to 
banzai through the woods to catch 
back up. The second grass track was 
real slippery and hard-packed. I did 
well.” 

Hough had to dial in his Kawasaki 
KDX250 before getting comfortable on 
the bike as the day wore on. 

“The bike felt a little weird in the 
first grass track; it was cutting and 
diving under in the corners, so I 
bumped up the compression damping 
a little bit and that helped a lot.” said 
Hough. 

А rider Ed Lojak, who is just getting 
back into competing again after 
injuring his thumb and wrist earlier 
in the year, was unbeatable in the Open 
class. He topped all the Open LOI 
riders, including top contender Dave 
Bertram by 73 points, 2374-2447. 

Bertram said, "I thought it was an 
easy trail today and it al] came down 
to the tests. I fell in the first grass

section when I caught my front wheel 
in ruts.” 

Any hopes of Bertram overalling the 
Open class was washed away at the 
start of the final motocross test when 
he stalled his bike at the wave of the 
green flag. Lojak won the moto. 

Defending National Enduro Cham- 
pion Randy Hawkins was in conten- 
tion for the overall win early in the 
day until endoing in a special test 
when his front wheel hit something 
buried in the grass. In the fall his elbow 
was badly bruised and had to be iced 
just before the final MX test. 

“Tt (the crash) really shocked me and 
knocked the wind out of me,” said 
Hawkins. “I had the best times in the 
125cc class." 

Despite crashing and injuring his 
elbow, Hawkins landed the LOI 125cc 
class win. єх

Gaynor surprises Yanks 
atShannonville ——

SHANNONVILLE, ONT, CANADA, MAY 26 
ome track advantage was once 
Hee the key factor ata WERA 
Pro Series round, with new 
Suzuki Canada team leader Jeff Gay- 
nor taking a three-year-old Suzuki 
GSXR750RR to the Formula USA win 
and Darrell Cooney grabbing the F- 


2 laurels at the McBride Cycle Suzuki 
Match Races. In wet conditions that 
ranged from the workable (F-USA) to 
torrential (F-2), the home boys used 
their knowledge of Canada’s most 
popular motorcycle track, the 2.5-mile, 
15-corner Shannonville Motorsports 





Park long circuit, to full advantage. 
In the final Match Race point stand- 
ings, counting the top 10 finishers in 
both F-2 and F-USA, Team Canada 
dismantled the U.S. squad, 106-26. 

Making his debut as Miguel 
DuHamel’s replacement, Gaynor was 
astonishing in the wet, grabbing the 
lead from the start and setting a 
seemingly impossible pace. Many 
potential challengers disappeared 
early: heat race winners Robbie 
Petersen on the Marlboro Yamaha 
YZR500 and Benoit Pilon on the ex- 
Steve Crevier Yamaha ОМ/01 were 
eliminated in a first-turn pileup, and 
Yoshimura Suzuki’s Chuck Graves 
was on his side in another multi-bike 
incident by turn three. 

While Gaynor styled in the lead, 
several riders disputed second place 
including slow starter Tom Kipp on 
the Wiseco Yamaha, Steve Crevier on 
the Weld Rite Racing works Kawasaki, 
Action Honda-mounted Yves Brisson 
and FAST Yamaha teammates Pascal 
Picotte and Linnley Clarke. At the end 
of 22 laps, Picotte battled with Kipp 
for the runner-up spot while Brisson 
scored a lonely fourth. Clarke was fifth 
and Marlboro Yamaha’s Rich Oliver 
came from the back of the 36-rider grid 
to earn sixth, hindered by a crash he 
suffered while leading one of Satur- 
day’s heats. 

In his debut with the just-formed 
L.A. Motorworks team, well-regarded 
but chronically underfunded privateer 
“Boom Boom” Cooney won his first 
National level F-2 feature, dicing with 
the Wayne Rainey-owned, Otsuka- 
sponsored Yamaha of Allan Scott until 
the later ran off the track. From then 
on Cooney was unchallenged, running 
as much as 34 seconds ahead of a dice 
for second between survivors Richard 
Nelson and eventual runner-up Dave 
Sjoblom. 

Among the pacé-setters not around 
at the finish of the highly competitive 
250cc race were fast heat race winner 
Jon Cornwell, Chris D'Aluisio and 
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Donnie Greene. Top American F-2 
finisher was rookie Kenny Roberts Jr., 
doing a good job to finish seventh in 
his first-ever rain ride. 

Run as an invitation-only affair in 
previous years, the third annual 
version of Canada’s “Match Races" 
involved an all-new format in 1991, 
incorporating joint WERA/RACE 
classes, including the Interstate Batter- 
ies WERA Formula USA/Castrol 
Motoplan RACE Pro 750 Superbike 
Feature and the Air Tech WERA F- 
2/Brutune RACE Pro 250 GP classes. 

The two features counted for Can- 
adian and U.S. National Series points, 
as long as the machines were legal for 
the appropriate classes. Highlights of 
the events will be aired on television 
in both countries. Although Saturday’s 
weather was poor, a surprisingly 
strong crowd tolerated the constant 
drizzle and occasional rain. WERA and 
RACE officials were happy with the 
cooperation between the two groups, 
and hope to run similar joint events 
in the future. 

Friday’s official practice had the 
Roberts Yamahas setting the pace, 
running in the one-minute, 48-second 
(Oliver) and 1:49 (Petersen) range, 
struggling to put the power down 
around Shannonville's always-turning 
circuit. Picotte's outright lap record of 
1:46.5 wasn't threatened due to slightly 
slippery track conditions. Oliver 
geared his bike down in the afternoon 
to set his best time, wheelieing the GP 
machine the length of the front 
straight, then Petersen had an inter- 
esting scrap with Gaynor while scrub- 
bing tires at the end of the day. The 
only real mishaps involved major 
engine failures suffered by Brisson, in 
his works Honda debut (about $10,000 
in damage, according to team owner 
Rueben McMurter) and Dale Quarter- 
ley on the Human Race Team Bimota- 
Yamaha 1000. 

Saturday's first and fastest F-USA 
heat hinted at the kind of action a dry 
final might have produced, with 
Petersen holding off the charging 
Canadian 750cc four-strokes of Picotte, 
Crevier and Clarke, as well as top 
American superbiker Kipp, by 1.5 
seconds. Heat two looked like an 
Oliver walk-away, the '89 Match Race 
250cc star setting a blinding pace right 
from the green light. But Oliver lost 
the front end in the fast first turn, 
sliding off on some oil-dry and per- 
forming major surgery to the 1990 
YZR500. Oliver was mad but not hurt 
and damage was limited, but hardy 
fans had a chance to see a real GP bike 
come apart late into Saturday night. 

Following Oliver's spectacular 
departure, all-out privateer Pilon and 
Gaynor swapped the lead, banging 
fairings while holding off Brisson and 
Valvoline-Suzuki teammates Britt 
Turkington and Kurt Hall. Gaynor 
looked to have the edge, then ran wide 
exiting the hairpin onto the long back 
straight on the fifth and last lap, 
handing Pilon his first National-level ` 
win by just .3 of a second. 

The initial 250cc heat was a crowd- 
pleaser, the packed front grandstands 
cheering on the efforts of Cooney as 
he diced with and eventually beat Scott 
by 2.25 seconds. But second heat 
winner Jon ''Corndog" Cornwell, 
preparing for a GP trip to Europe later 
in the season, was sensational in part 
two. He took the Alex Mayes-tuned 
Davhar Yamaha to a seven-second win 
over pal D'Aluisio's Davhar Yamaha, | 
turning faster laps than those posted 
by the much-vaunted F-USA “monster 
bike”’ riders. 

Sunday’s showers depressed the 
promotors, since the two previous 
Match Races had been rain-plagued, 
but the local stars were ready to 








dispatch the powerful challenge from 
south of the border. Differences 
between the WERA and RACE rules 
meant that RACE competitors didn't 
have to run the bike they qualified 
with, and that suited Gaynor just fine. 

The Mike Crompton-run Suzuki 
team have a special rain bike, the well- 
used 1989 DuHamel “RR” machine set 
up soft with conventional forks, no 
fresh-air scoops, CV carbs and a well- 
used, “loose” engine. In fact, the 
GSXR's motor hadn't been rebuilt 
since Gaynor scored his fairytale 
National debut win with the team, 
subbing for DuHamel midway 
through 1990. 

Petersen chose to start from the 
outside pole position and probably 
mow regrets it, since an excitable Pilon 
lost the front end in the first turn and 
swept them both off the track. Fortu- 
nately, none of the 36 riders collected 
the two pole winners. An angry 
Petersen was quick to remount his 
lightly damaged machine, but his crew 
signalled him in a few laps later when 
it became apparent he wouldn't collect 
any points. 

As Gaynor began to construct his 
lead, Picotte moved into second from 
Brisson, Crevier, McMurter, Clarke, 

ooney (soon to retire with clutch 
trouble), Kipp, Donald Jacks (strug- 
gling with flat-slide carburetors on the 

alvoline-Suzuki GSXR1100), 
Michael Taylor and Turkington. 

Oliver had already charged to 12th 
by the end of lap one: “Ме had some 
ignition problems in the morning, and 

en we deadened out the power, but 
not nearly enough," explained the 

Шоу Springs winner. “There just 
sn't enough weight on the rear. No 
matter how little you open the throttle, 
it just spins until you get up to at least 
fourth gear." Hindered by a lack of 

omputer chips, neither of the 500 
iders had even tried their machines 
n the wet before rainy Sunday at 
Shannonville. 

Tangled up with a 250 rider in the 
early going, Graves gradually lost all 
of his crunched fairing, charging to 

ake time and just missing the WERA 
points in 16th. McMurter was off the 
track too, eventually finishing ninth, 
sore from two earlier support race 
crashes. Hall fell at high speed on the 
back straight, aggravating his practice 
inon-crash, near-miss injuries. Crevier 
aded from third to eighth but then 
responded quickly to the black flag 

hen his brand new Kawasaki ZX 
developed an oil leak. Last year's 
(Match Race star Quarterley went out 
on lap four, suffering electrical failure 
o end a lousy weekend for the New 
Englander. 

Gaynor’s quick pace didn’t faze 
Kipp, and by lap eight he was finally 
past the wildly-sliding Picotte, drag- 
ging his knee in the wet and chipping 
into Gaynor's lead. Kipp scooped 
almost four seconds in four laps, but 

en eased up as Gaynor responded, 
falling back into the clutches of Picotte 
near the end. 

“The bike wasn't working all that 
great at the start, maybe it was all the 
gas,” Kipp explained. “But then it 
really improved, and I got by Picotte 
and was really cooking. I figured for 
sure he (Picotte) was going to crash, 
апа when he got by just before the end, 
І let him go. I guess I was wrong." 
Following the race, Kipp's front tire 

as showing significant wear. 

Picotte's team manager, Michel

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Canadian Darrell Cooney was a popular winner in the rain-sodden F-2 race. 


“Now I know how Miguel 
(DuHamel) felt when he was about to 
win Daytona, and I guess that for me, 
right now, this is jüst as good," 
quipped Gaynor in the winner's circle. 
“The bike was great, I had a couple 
of near misses, but that's to be 
expected. The hardest part was hold- 
ing my concentration for so long with 
such a big lead. You can't help 
wondering just what could go wrong.” 
Gaynor also thanked sponsors Com- 
petition Systems, Yoshimura R&D, 
Castrol, Mobile Welding, Shoei, Dai- 
nese and Autograph Trim. 

The F-2 race started in a driving rain, 
the worst conditions of the day, and 
first heat challengers Cooney and Scott 
were immediately setting the pace, the 
Rainey-backed rider pushing hard to 
grab first as he struggled to stay 
between the puddles. But on lap two, 
Scott lost control coming off the back 
straight, handing Cooney a lead he 
would never relinquish. Scott rushed 
back onto the track only to fall off for 
good on lap six, having charged up 
to seventh. 

Brad Sawyer had the RAD-Yamaha 
in second early on, with Greene and 
Sjoblom joining him in a good dice. 
The 1990 Yamahas of Michel Lavallee 
and Andrew Trevitt were right behind, 
while Richard Nelson moved in to 
challenge from the back of the grid. 
Riding an ex-Guenette 1989 Yamaha 
FZR600 superbike, Nelson was 
unhappy with the just-purchased 
machine's performance and considered 
skipping the F-2 race. By lap six, he 
was in second ahead of the hard-

charging Rick Tripodi's Brutane 
Yamaha 17250. 
The story of the 250cc race can mostly 


be told with crashes: Greene falling in: 


a puddle on lap four, D'Aluisio never 
happy with his setup before he departed 
in the treacherous turn 11 on lap three. 
Following the race, Cornwell described 
problems similar to D'Aluisio, but 
Cornwell got going to move quickly 
up to fourth, passing Tripodi before 
sliding off in turn 11. Cornwell 
remounted to place sixth. 

Keeping his nose clean through the 
carnage was Roberts Jr., who probably 
witnessed a lifetime of crashes firsthand 
on his way to a most respectable 
seventh. “This is all new, so I just want 
to stay up and learn. I've never ridden 


“а 250 in the rain before, so it should 


be an important step," explained the 
earnest 17-year-old in the pre-race 
introductions. 

The dice for second was resolved in 
a controversial last lap pass, Sjoblom 
putting the only 1991 Honda RS250 
into the runnerup spot. Based in 
Vancouver, Sjoblom has no local track 
thanks to the closure of Westwood, and 
the Match Races marked his Shannon- 
ville debut. "I just rode as hard as I 
could without falling down, the race 
went on and on," he said. "I wanted 
to get by Nelson, since my mechanic 
would never forgive me if I finished 
behind a diesel (four-stroke). This result

By Charles Clayton 


hat’s a little freedom? 
W Chalk up a major setback for 

the cause of motorcycle safety. 
Two weeks ago the state of California 
enacted the dreaded Helmet Law and 
the Governor signed it. We have just 
seven months of full-freedom California 
road riding before the law goes into 
effect. Enjoy it while you can. 

Be thankful that for 25 years Cali- 
fornia was spared the indignity of a law 
that implies "Since you're ignorant of 
your own safety enough to ride a 
motorcycle, then you have to wear this 
Super Dave hat." We used that grace 
period to promote rider training, driver 
awareness, motorcycle drivers licensing, 
amateur road racing, AMA's Ride 
Straight publicity and, yes, more riders 
voluntarily wearing better helmets. 
California's recent motorcycle safety 
records have improved by leaps of 30 
to 50 percent a year! 

I hope that record will insulate this 
state from what happened to riders in 
other states that tried the Helmet Law. 
You would think the number of motor- 
cycle accidents goes down because 
people ride less. But the death count 
stays about the same. Why is this, when 
presumably every victim was wearing 
some kind of helmet? 

We know from racing experience that 
even the best helmet does not always 
save the rider’s life in a crash. But do 
our major highway nemeses, the other 
drivers, know that? The law implies that 
we are immortal in our protective 
headgear. If you ever rode in a Helmet 
Law state you probably noticed the 
difference in how drivers treat the 
motorcycle’s right of way. So be ready 
January First, 1992. From then on we 
will not only be nearly invisible on our 
motorcycles, we will be “protected”, 
immune from head harm. Or so our 
nemeses believe. 

Wecan only hope that California will 
be the exception to the rule. I wish we 
could continue on that happy-face 
safety curve, and there is some chance 
that we can. The training, licensing, 
racing and publicity programs will go 
on. But we may be riding in a different, 
more dangerous environment, where 
drivers think all they risk is a fender 
bender when they cut one of us off. 

If, as I fear, our injury statistics level 
off or start getting worse, we will have 
to try and repeal the Helmet Law, as 
over half the United States have already 
done. We lost a freedom; let's not lose 
our life. 

The week the Governor signed the 
Helmet Bill, making it law, Bob Dylan 
was celebrating his 50th birthday, and 
Ithought of a line in the song Memphis 
Blues Again. Dylan said he was 
“.... Trying to find out what price, you 
have to pay to get out of, going through 
all this twice." The answer, I think, is 
you have to go through it three times, 
or four times, or countless times. But 
rarely only just twice. Dylan learned the 
value of a good helmet when he crashed 
his Norton over 20 years ago. We have 
been dealing with the Helmet Law half 
of his life. Happy birthday, Bobby.

Vohland brothers, Tallon and 

Tyson, that keeps them close even 
though they compete against each 
other in the 125cc Nationals and 
supercrosses. 

At first glance, you wouldn’t think 
they were brothers. Tallon is tall and 
wiry with blonde hair, while Tyson 
is shorter yet stocky and has dark hair. 
They belong to different teams, yet 
although each one competes to put 
their employer on top and reap the 
financial rewards, the two brothers 
race for the same basic goal — to honor 
the Vohland name. And in their quest 
to uphold the family name, Tallon and 
Tyson share the rewards and setbacks 
of racing. 

"If he wins and I take second, we 
both kind of win," says 18-year-old 
Tallon. “Аз long as the family is 
happy, it's good with те.” 

And the Vohlands, who live in 
Sacramento, California, have had their 
share of happy occasions this. year. 
Tallon, a member of Suzuki's factory 
MX team, gave the family its only 
victory so far this year when he won 
the 125cc main in Houston. For a time 
22-year-old Tyson was on his tail in 
second before he dropped back to 
finish third and put the two Vohlands 
on the rostrum. Tallon has also 
reached the rostrum on four other 
occasions in the 125cc Eastern 
Regional Supercross Series, but prob- 
lems with a dislocated shoulder 


T here is a uniqué bond between the 





required surgery, forcing Tallon to 
miss the Oklahoma Supercross and the 
showdown at the final round in Los 
Angeles, California. 

Although Kawaski-supported 
"Tyson hasn't finished in the top three 
in the Western Region since Houston, 
he finished second overall at the 
opening 125cc National in Florida, 
another race where the brothers ran 
together on the track. They both 
encountered problems in the mud at 
Hangtown and neither had very good 
results at the most recent National in 
Pennsylvania. But through the ups 
and downs, they stick together. 

“If we take a beating, we take it 50/ 
20," said Tyson. “If we both do well, 
then we both have a little bit of 
money." 

That’s part of the Vohland bond. 
Instead of going out and buying fancy 
things with the money they make from 
racing — each can potentially have a 
six-figure income this year — they tend 
to save itand put it back into the family 
pot. Or back into their racing effort. 
In 1988, Tyson was ready to hit the 
Nationals, but he couldn't do it by 
himself so he. only raced profitable 
events closer to home, saving a lot of 
the money so he and his brother could 
combine their effort the following 
year. 

"We try to work together," says 
Tyson, “like on our house and differ- 
ent investments so that we both come 
out of this deal with something."

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The two have pooled their money 
and are in the process of buying a new 
home in one of the California capitol 
city's upper-middle class neighbor- 
hoods. It's not very far from their 
parent's home, where Tallon currently 
lives with father Tom and mother 
Barbara, or from their grandparents 
Stan and Glenna Vohland, currently 
home to Tyson. Their only sister, who 
is married and has a young child, also 
lives close by. 

“Our family is very close," says 
Tyson. “We work on the bikes here 
(at my grandparents) and we Вауе а 
big dinner every Saturday night (when 
they're not off at the Nationals) with 
the whole family. It's been a routine 
for six years.” 

Stan is very much involved in his 
grandsons’ racing. His garage:is 
cluttered with Kawasakis and Suzukis, 
pipes hang from the rafters, cans oof 
oil and riding gear are strewn about 
the shelves. Although he's retired, hé 
works six to eight hours a day keeping 
their practice bikes in top shape. 
Tallon has a factory Suzuki mechanic 
to keep his race bikes going, but 
Tyson’s private mechanic still gets 
help from Stan. 

Tom, an appliance technician for 
Sears, helps tune his sons' bikes as well: 
Barbara, who has started a day care 
facility at her home since the boys 
aren't around anymore, helps out with 
the paperwork. 

The only one involved with the 
Vohland race effort who isn't in the 
family is their business manager, Scott; 
Link, owner of Interlink Distributing 
and American Yoko in nearby Rancho 
Cordova. Tallon and Tyson both credit, 
Link with being a factor in their success, | 
and he seems to fit into the family more 
like an uncle than a manager. 

At one time the two brothers pooled 
their winnings, when Tallon joined 
Tyson in the pro ranks several years 
ago. It became common for the Voh- 
lands to run 1-2 at the local Sacramento 
races, and they decided that instead of 
taking risks trying to beat each other, 
they would back off and cross the finish 
line together, combine the purse and 
split it. 
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“There’s a whole world of riders to 
beat out there," says Tyson. “We don't 
have to beat on each other." 

This became painfully clear when 
they began racing in the same class. 

It was natural for Tyson to begin 
riding when he was five years old, or 
shortly after Tallon was born, since he 
often accompanied his father who 
raced on the dirt tracks of northern 
California. It was a family affair then, 
too, since Stan got in on the action 
as well. 

“Му grandfather thought he could 
race better than my dad, so he went 
and bought a bike and they were racing 
together for a while," recalls Tyson. 
"I:ended up going to the races from 
the time I was born. When my dad got 
me a bike, I just started riding. I took 
it seriously." г 

So did the family. Tyson was soon 

| racing in the 80 Expert class with riders 
such as Chris Carr, Doug Chandler and 
Rick Ryan. The competition was 
tough, so Tyson's dad and grandfather 
poured time and money into modify- 
ing his bikes. 

By this time Tallon had started 
riding, but with the attention focused 
on Tyson he just rode whenever he felt 
the urge. Many times he chose watch- 
ing cartoons over racing. That would 
all change as he grew older. 

When a young friend died as the 
result of a racing crash, Tom decided 
that dirt track racing was too fast and 
dangerous for his boys. So they con- 
centrated on motocross. 


They raced every weekend locally. 
Then they moved on to the NMA 
World Mini Grand Prix and the Grand 
National Championships in Ponca 
City, Oklahoma. They both got Kawa- 
saki Team Green support rides, yet the 
age difference always kept them apart 
on the track. That was until late in 
1987 when Tallon finally caught up 
to his brother in the Pro class. Neither 
quite remembers the first time they met 
in the same class, but one incident 
stands out in their memory. 

“Was that the time you crashed into 
the wall?” Tallon said to his brother. 

“That wasn’t the first time, but it’s 
the time I remember we decided not 
to take each other out," said Tyson. 

“Well,” Tallon said, “І didn't really 
take you out.” 
| “No, but you were under me and 
I had nowhere to go," Tyson shot 
баск. 





“You had plenty of room,” said 
Tallon, who then picked up the story. 
“1 just came around the inside of him, 
left enough room. He just moved, 
thought I was going to hit him or 
something. It was a sweeping turn and 
as we went over the jump he just flew 
off the track into a big bank of dirt. 

"I came back around and he'd got 
up and took off, but somebody else had 
done the same thing and was hurt. I 
thought it was him still laying there. 
I thought I broke his leg or killed 
him!” 

Now that they’re employed by 
opposing companies to beat everyone 
— including each other — they still 
adhere to the agreement made that day. 
Even with the amount of money on 
the line for winning a major race, 
they'll leave some room for the family. 

"It's (the money) not so important 
to me that I take him out and take 
the chance of seriously hurting him," 
says Tallon, who Tyson says has more 
guts and, at times, more speed. “1 have 
to try to win, that's my job. So does 
he. I might lax up a little bit more 
than if it was some other rider, not 
give it that 10 or 20% over my head." 

And the way Tallon puts it, there's

no need to ride over his head when 
his brother is nipping at his heels. 
Having his brother following him, as 
was the case in his win at Houston, 
allows him to relax. 

“Ме practice together a lot," Tallon 
says, although being on separate teams 
in opposite series hasn't allowed them 
to ride together much this year. '*He'll 
be right behind me and we'll ride a 
30-minute practice moto like that, then 
the next moto I'll ride right on his tail 
for 30 minutes. At Houston, it was just 
like practice and I was able to forget 
about him since I knew that if I went 
a little bit outside he wouldn't T-bone 
me. I feel like it's somebody I can trust 
a little bit more on the track.” 

Tyson feels that their practice time 
has helped him maintain an edge. 

“Tt never really hit me until Tallon 
started getting real fast," said Tyson. 
“І realized he was as fast as me, and

that put the pressure on and kept me 
on my toes. 

“When we're out practicing, we try 
to help each other. Sometimes I have 
a faster section and sometimes he has 
one. We just try to help each other with 
lines and stuff.” 

Even before a big race, the two 
discuss the best lines and race strategy. 
Neither one keeps a secret so that he 
can win. “If I’m out front and 
Tallon passes me because I told him 
a line, I'm happy," says Tyson. “1 
didn't tell anyone else. We're both 
racing as hard as we can against each 
other. If we can pass, we will. As long 
as we can beat everyone else who 
showed up to race." " 

For a time the bond was split when 
Tyson went to Europe to contest the 
World Championship 125cc MX Series 
last year. The separation worked out 
well. Tallon got more support from 





Kawasaki and his results improved in 
the 125cc Eastern Regional Supercross 
races and the 125cc National events he 
entered. At the end of the year he was 
picked up by Suzuki. 

Tyson had a strong program for his 
assault on the 125cc GPs and received 
factory parts through the Italian 
Suzuki importer. He did quite well for 
his first year in Europe and finished 
sixth in the final standings. Despite 
offers to go back this season, Tyson 
decided to return to the U.S. since he 
had a support ride from Kawasaki. 

“І couldn't pass up the opportunity 
to come home and give a shot at 
winning a National Championship,” 
says Tyson. "That's what I've always 
wanted to do anyhow.” 

Now the family is back together 
again and it's common to see the 
Vohland brothers sticking together in 
the pits, although they don't do it quite 
as often as when they shared a van. 
Tyson’s a little shy about going over 
to the Suzuki pits, but they still get 
together to discuss the upcoming race. 

“Ме walk over and. see each other, 
but when it comes close to race time 
we stay in our own pit area and 
concentrate on the task at hand," says 
Tyson. 

Concentrating on racing takes up 
just about all of their energy and leaves 
them little time for any other activities. 

"I put 100% into racing," says 
Tallon. “It makes you grow up pretty 
fast. You have to accept the respon- 
sibilities of handling money, taxes, 
where you're going.” 

“Tallon has a little bit more free 
time since Suzuki makes his arrange- 
ments,” Tyson says. “1 have to arrange 
my own logistics. If I’m not racing, 
practicing or training, I’m handling 
those things.” 

And with the Regional supercross 
titles. out of reach, they'll no doubt 
be concentrating on putting the 
Vohland name at the top of the 125cc 
National point standings at the end 
of the year. €x

The man who calls the blu 


The FIM's outspoken president fears neither Bernie 
Ecclestone nor the tobacco giants. President Vaessen tells 
the FIM's side of the TV rights negotiations, shrugs off 
any threat of a new “World Series," and advocates the 
twin-cylinder 500cc proposal for the GPs starting with 


the 1993 season.

hen the suave and Machiavel- 
W lian Spanaird Don Nicolas 

Rodil del Valle stepped down 
as president of the FIM at the Benal- 
madena FIM Congress in Andalucia 
(Spain) in the fall of 1983, his 18 years 
of absolute power over all aspects of 
motorcycle sport came to an end. But 
before passing his authority to former 
Treasurer Nicolas Schmit, an efficient 
Swiss bureaucrat, Rodil had success- 
fully defeated an idealistic but naive 
attempt by a break-away group of 
riders led by Kenny Roberts and Franco 
Uncini and journalist Barry Coleman 
to form the World Series, an “outlaw” 
road racing championship series. 

Rodil, a master politician who 
controlled the FIM thanks to: the 
loyalty of the “Latin block" and to an 
intricate tapestry of alliances with the 
other major FIM power blocks, kept 
total power centered in Geneva from 
the days of Hailwood and Agostini 
right through to the unforgettable 
Roberts-Spencer battle of 1983. Under 
his reign, although not necessarily as 
a result of his efforts, road racing 
survived the withdrawal of the Japa- 
nese factory teams at the end of the 
'60s and later grew to become a major 
sport in Europe and in large parts of 
the world when Yamaha returned to 
500cc racing to take on and eventually 
conquer the MV-Agusta dynasty. 
Suzuki and Honda joined Yamaha in 
the battle for 500cc supremacy and 
Cagiva painted its bikes in MV-Agusta 
fire-engine red in a brave and on-going 
attempt to match the Japanese works 
machinery. All of this and much, much 
more transpired under the stern watch- 
fulness of Nicholas Rodil del Valle. 

Rodil's greatest hour was his defeat 
of the World Series “pirates” in 1980. 
He confessed, however, that his grea- 
test frustration was not being able to 
sign a major television contract for the 
FIM Road Racing World Champion- 
ships. 

But it was his successor, Nicholas 
Schmit, who in the fall of 1988 sold 
the TV rights for four years (1989-1992) 
to Formula One czar Bernie Eccles- 
tone. In order to do so, Schmit created 
a company, Motomedia, empowered to 
sell the rights to an international 
agency. Motomedia was made up of 
three partners who would share prof- 
its: The FIM held only 10% while 
IRTA (International Racing Teams 
Association) and ROPA (Road Racing 
Organizers and Promoters Associa- 
tion) each held 45%. Motomedia con- 
sidered various offers but eventually 
chose to sign with I.S.C. (International 
Sportsworld Communicators), an 
Ecclestone company directed by Chris- 
tain Voght. LS.C. would take on 
production costs and negotiate all 
rights for TV and video usage. 
Motomedia would receive 50% of the 


profits and the remaining 50% would 
be for І.5.С. 

The principle concern of the major 
sponsors, the tobacco giants Marlboro, 
Rothmans and Lucky Strike, was that 
exposure be increased. But no author- 
itative audience figures exist. Bernie 
Ecclestone himself called the figures 
released by Motomedia at the end of 
1990 “го say the least, inaccurate," and 
attributes difficulty in achieving 
dramatic increases in exposure to a 
combination of causes ranging from 
the dwindling grids in the 500cc class 
to Motomedia's emphasis upon profit- 
making from the very offset of the 
I.S.C.-Motomedia deal which began at 
the start of the 1989 season and will 
run out at the end of the '92 season. 

When Jos P. Vaessen, former 
General Secretary of the KNMV (Dutch 
Motorcycling Federation) left his full- 
time job with his national federation 
to take a high-ranking post in the 
Dutch Central Bureau of Driving 
Licenses, he became eligible to seek the 
FIM presidency in the 1989 fall elec- 
tions. The FIM statutes prohibit the 
election to office of anyone who is a 
full-time employee of any firm directly 
involved in motorcycling, including 
Federation employees., Vaessen had 
been president of the FIM Track 
Racing Commission which governs 
speedway, probably the most ''profes- 
sional” branch of FIM sport in the 
opinion of Vaessen. 

When Vaessen obtained his release 
from the KNMV in order to work in 
the Central Bureau of. Driving 
Licenses, he was immediately 
approached and requested to become 
a candidate for the FIM presidency 
against the Luigi Brenni of Switzer- 
land, the candidate heavily supported 
by "liberal" delegates and by IRTA. 
IRTA had even playfully distributed 
“Brenni for President” buttons in the 
paddock during the 1988 season. The 
FIM reacted to the threat of an "IRTA 
тап” at the helm and set out to find 
a hard-line FIM politician capable of 
restoring FIM authority to all branches 
of the sport, especially to Grand Prix 
road racing. 

The FIM was not looking for a “пісе 
guy," and Jos Vaessen made it clear 
from the beginning that he intended 
to put a halt to what he and his 
supporters in the FIM perceived to be 


.an erosion of power. 


When Vaessen declared himself a 
candidate to replace the retiring 


Nicolas Schmit, he and his forces acted .. 


quickly to break down the support that 
Brenni had gathered, and in the 
elections held in Maastricht, Holland, 
in October of 1989, Vaessen took power. 
His victory was ап overwhelming one. 
Brenni was crushed, denied even a vice 
presidency or symbolic honor of the 
kind the FIM frequently bestows upon 


those who accept compromise. Vaessen 
came into office like a man in a big 
hurry. He said he would be a hands- 
on president and he was soon to make 
good that claim. After a chaotic 
Yugoslavian Grand Prix where almost 
everything that could go wrong went 
wrong, Vaessen, who was on holiday 
at the time, cut short his vacation and 
flew to FIM headquarters to take the 
risky step of provisionally abolishing 
the jury system and taking upon his 
own shoulders the duty of heading an 
FIM GP committee which for the 
remainder of the 1990 season would 
oversee all aspects of the running of 
each and every GP. No previous FIM 
president had ever exposed himself to 
such risk. à 

For the rest of the season, the tall, 
stern President roamed the paddock, 
chaired meetings with race officials, 
consulted IRTA frequently and almost 
as frequently took their advice. 

Vaessen's first year as FIM president 
went more smoothly than had at first 
seemed possible. However things were 
not as harmonious as they at first 
appeared to be. 

His first major objective had been 
to put an end to the Swedish GP 
problem (IRTA threatened to boycott 
the event), and to firmly re-establish 
FIM authority over all associate 
members (IRTA, ROPA above all). 
These initial objectives were met, but 
it has not proved so easy to find a 
solution to the crisis in the 500cc class 
nor has the sale of TV rights to the 
FIM World Road Racing Champion- 
ship to Dorna S.A. from Spain (instead 
of renewing the original Motomedia- 
Bernie Ecclestone contact) been a 
popular move with the major teams. 
The major tobacco sponsors have 
shown themselves to be very reluctant 
to see the TV rights pass from Eccles- 
tone’s company to Dorna S.A., a 
Spanish giant in TV marketing rights 
of soccer and basketball but without 
experience in motorsports. Meanwhile 
IRTA, which also was in favor of a 
renewal of the Ecclestone contract, is 
strongly against the proposed change 
from four-cylinder to twin-cylinder 
machines in the 500cc class and claims 
that the Japanese factories, in spite of 
what the FIM claims, are also against 
the change. 

Clearly, and especially after the 
statements made by Bernie Ecclestone 
in his recent interview with this 
reporter, it was time for the FIM 
President to speak out. 

I found the six-foot-five Dutchman 
enjoying a rare holiday with his family 
at his modest beach apartment on 
Spain’s Costa Brava, set back a block 
from the beach in the village of Tossa 
del. Mar, an hour’s drive north of 
Barcelona. 

"I remember all this from 10 years 


ago when we first bought this place. 
The road outside was not paved. The 
hotel that now blocks our view of the 
hills was not there and this was just 
a fishing village. Many things have 
changed since then,” said Vaessen as 
I got out the tape recorders to begin 
our interview. 

But it was not so much about the 
things that have changed that we were 
to speak for the next two hours . . . it 
was about the things that Jos Vaessen 
intends to change in the immediate 
future.

What you did after Yugoslavia, step- 
ping in directly and suspending the 
International Jury system, was a risky 
move. No FIM president had ever done 
anything like that. It must have been | 
an unpopular move with many of | 
those 54 federations. 

In the statutes there is a rule that 
give me power to take this kind of 
action. The FIM is a presidential 
organization. The president has very 
great power in case of emergency, but 
he must be careful because if he takes 
power from the hands of the board 
members and the national federations 
he can find himself out of office. This. 
was, I think, the first time these powers 
were used, but I felt that there was 
nothing else to do. The FIM was being 
attacked from all sides, and I have 
learned in my management experience 
that you don’t go in the corner when 
you are under attack. You must act, 
not wait and hope. I did this and it 
was the right thing to do and proof 
of this is that in the FIM Fall Congress 
in Budapest the FIM has voted to 
replace the temporary jury with a 
permanent jury system not just in road 
racing but in all branches of motor- 
cycle sport. 

But in spite of the changes made, IRTA 
and IRTA’s chief executive, Paul 
Butler, believes that it is vital that a 
Grand Prix Commission be created to 
act on it own, although perhaps under 
the indirect authority. of the Road 
Racing Commission (CCR) and the 
Technical Commission (CT). This 
would be a commission that would 
deal exclusively with professional road 
racing. 

I know what Butler wants, but there 
is already a Grand Prix Group (GPG) > 
which meets twice a year with IRTA 
and twice a year with ROPA. I have 
seen that there has never been coop- 
eration between IRTA and КОРА... 
we saw this is Motomedia. Both bodies 
showed in the past that they not only 
can not cooperate...they can not 
even communicate. So how can they | 
make up a Grand Prix Commission? 
The Grand Prix group that I have 
created consists of the president and 
two vice presidents of both the CCR 
and the CT and a couple of weeks 
before each major congress the GPG 
meets individually with IRTA to 
consult them on their views and needs, 
to allow them to participate in the 
making of calendars and rules, and | 
they have another private meeting with 
ROPA for the same purpose. 

When you say that you know what 
Paul Butler wants, I feel you are saying 
in the same breath, “but he isn't going 
to get it.” 

Of course, I know what Paul wants. 
He is an employee of a big team and 
heads an organization of big teams; 
but, is what the big teams want really 
what the sport wants? Should bike road 
racing be like Formula One with a 
small elite of very well-paid fortunate 
ones and no one else, or should it be 
a sport which offers from the very 
bottom opportunities to young racers 
who can then work their way up to 
the highest level “in racing. I ask you | 
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to look at what is left of 500cc racing 
to see what is happening and what 
must not be allowed to continue to 
happen. A few years ago we had 
national 500cc championships, inter- 
national 500cc races, European Cham- 
pionship 500cc races, and now what 
is left? Almost nothing!" 

It’s true the grids are small, but there 
are 12 or 13 factory riders . . . one less 
now that Sito Pons is out . . . but still 
a dozen . 

What we have is four brilliant Amer- 
icans and two splendid Australians, 
and that's it, Sito Pons is the best 
example. He was the best 250cc rider 
we had for years, but when he entered 
the 500cc he was out. It was hopeless: 
Kocinski was not as good in the 250cc 
class as Pons, but he has the special 
training on dirt that only the Amer- 
icans and some Australians have and 
he has been able to adapt to the 
powerful four-cylinder 500cc machines 
which is a very exclusive little group 
of six, no more. It is so expensive to 
lease, develop and race these bikes that 
riders like Mamola, Mackenzie, Magee 
and others (who are now in Super- 
bikes) are out. And when you see that 
a good rider like Mackenzie loses his 
place to a not-so-good rider like 
DeRadigues just because DeRadigues 
can bring sponsorship to the team, 
then you see that this is all wrong. We 
need bike racing to be in 500cc like 
it is in 125cc and 250cc where there 
are a lot of riders who have a chance 
of doing well. What the big teams want 
is for the same big teams to continue 
to dominate because they know that 
as long as the factory bikes are 500cc 
fours the Japanese factories can not 
even think of producing production 
racers. Not so many years ago there 
were private riders like our Dutchmen 
Middleberg, Van Dulman and Hartog 
who could afford to run production 
racérs in the 500cc class and they were 
among the leaders . . . they won races 
and they came up to 500cc from the 
smaller classes. 

But they did ride four-cylinder 
bikes... 

Yes, they did. But the development has 
become so advanced now that no one 
can build competitive four-cylinder 
bikes to sell to private riders. If you 
look at today's four-cylinder machines 
you will see that they are beautiful, 
magnificent things . . . technical mir- 
acles...but they have taken us 
nowhere. We don't have enough 
bikes .. . and even if we did we would 
have no riders capable of riding them 
because the riders coming from 125, 
250cc and Superbikes cannot master 
them without having ridden them in 
national and European competition. 
Suddenly one day you ride this 
machine with no preparation and you 
cannot ride it. So we must change 
something and the change we make 
will not favor the big teams who want 
to keep their advantage over everyone 
else, but the FIM does not exist to 
perpetuate the advantages of the happy 
few who have more money concen- 
trated into three teams than in the rest 
of the whole paddock. It is a shame 
that the costs of the four-cylinder bikes 
and the big budgets of the tobacco 
companies have driven away a fine 
sponsor like Pepsi Cola. 

Let's talk about the twin-cylinder 
proposal that came from the Road 
Racing Commission (CCR) . . . 

No, it did not come from the CCR. 
It came from a letter signed by all the 
Japanese factories signed on the 10th 
of August last year. With key repre- 
sentatives present from Honda, 
Yamaha, Suzuki and Kawasaki. Ten 
delegated persons met with the Jap- 
anese federation to discuss the 500cc 
crisis and the conclusion was the letter 


to the FIM asking us to change to twin 
cylinder bikes for 1993. 
I have been told by various persons in 
IRTA that none of the Japanese 
factories are for the twin-cylinder 
proposal . . . that even Honda is now 
against it, and that Suzuki, Yamaha 
and Cagiva are strongly in favor of 
continuing with the fours. 
First of all, let's not make a joke, 
Cagiva is Yarnaha. If now the Casti- 
glioni brothers say they are for four- 
cylinder bikes it is because they have 
talked to Kenny Roberts. I do not think 
Kenny Roberts and Yamaha are one 
in the same, but it seems that Roberts 
speaks for Yamaha. All the factories 
you mentioned, even Honda, are 
supporting the two-cylinder initiative. 
I have a letter from Honda in which 
they reaffirm their support for the 
proposal from the Japanese Federation 
to introduce twin-cylinder 500cc rac- 
ing. They say, "Please make a firm 
decision. We support the Japanese 
Federation proposal." Honda and the 
others say they cannot any longer 
afford four-cylinder development and 
they all support a decision which 
would open the door to European 
factories who could afford to develop 
twin-cylinder racers. To get another 
five to eight four-cylinder bikes on the 
grid is not helping the future of 500cc 
racing. It is just making things look 
a little better for the spectators and the 
ТУ... justso wecan survive for a year 
or so more. But we must face the fact 
that not even Honda is interested any 
longer in continued development of 
the four-cylinder 500cc racing engine. 
We all know what Roberts wants. 
He is involved in four-cylinder devel- 
opment because it is.his business. I like 
Kenny Roberts. He was a great cham- 
pion, but we must never let Kenny 
Roberts be the one who tells us what 
is good for all of us and for the sport 
in general. Kenny Roberts is working 
for Kenny Roberts. He's a businessman 
and I have no problem with that as 
long as we all understand that he is 
working not for the future of the sport 
but in order to continue another 
couple of years with his Marlboro 
contract. Right now all the principal 
sponsorship is concentrated in very few 
teams and the rest are in the dark. With 
the four-cylinder 500s the rich will 
continue to become richer and the poor 
will continue to become poorer... 
and Kenny Roberts is the rich- 
est... he's the man at the center of 
all this and the one who has the most 
to lose if the formula changes. His 
interest is completely different from 
mine. That doesn't mean I don't like 
him, but we are on different roads. I 
must think of the whole sport. 
If Kenny were here now I think he 
would say that Yamaha is prepared 
and has the capacity to produce a 
sufficient quantity of engines so that 
the Yamaha four could become like 
what the Cosworth engine used to be 
in Formula 1, but that Yamaha needs 
the security of knowing that there will 
not be an immediate change to 
twins...that news of the twin- 
cylinder proposal has basically 
stopped development of the fours, but 
that if the threat of a rule change were 
lifted they. could carry on with their 
plans and teams could begin to order 
motors and frame builders could work 
to build bikes around these motors. 
This is no solution. This is only 
prolonging the dying of the 500s. If 
we carry on like this, hoping that a 
few more bikes will appear, then we 
can only stand out in the sun and 
watch the 500s die. Are we supposed 
to believe that young boys will buy 
500cc YZR motors and build special 
frames in order to ride in national and 
European championships? If we do 


not have 500cc bikes available from 
national racing right through to the 
GPs, we don't have a real 500cc class. 
I have been to Formula 1 races. Bernie 
runs a great show. It is like another 
planet, like a trip to the future, but 
not to the future of bike racing. 

Let me continue to be the devil's 
advocate, or Roberts' advocate in this 
case and say that what makes 500cc 
Grand Prix racing exciting and spec- 
tacular is the same thing that makes 
the bikes difficult to ride and expensive 
to produce. Their tremendous power 
produces spectacular sliding and 
acceleration and very high top speeds 
and very low lap times. If 500s were 
converted to twins, and if these twins 
were easier to ride (Wayne Rainey and 
Eddie Lawson have assured me that 
twins will be harder to ride, by the way) 
but less spectacular, would not 500 
racing lose some of its impact? Would 
not Superbike racing . . . or Formula 
1 motorcycle racing, as practiced in the 
Japanese championship . . . not then 
become the most important class? 

I get a little bit suspicious when the 
big teams tell me that they are working 
to save 500cc racing and that we must 
preserve the prestige of the class. There 
was a time last year when we had only 
a dozen bikes going around in a GP 
and this year I have already seen a race 
with 17 starters. All winter we have 
sought solutions, but it is only after 
all meetings are over that Roberts and 
Yamaha, and I do not believe they are 
one in the same by the way, come up 
with their hopeful plans for the future. 
Where were these wonderful ideas 
when there was still time to do 
something and-when we were seeking 
suggestions? This is nothing new. 
They promised before to build more 
bikes and motors, but they did not. And 
now that the racing is under way, they 
again make promises. We cannot race 
on promises. 

I take it that you are totally convinced 


that the twin-cylinder proposal is the : 


way to go. In fact it sounds to me as 
if you consider that the decision is 
made. 

The decision is not made but it will 
be made. The discussion in the CCR 
took place in the Spring Congress and 
now we are having consultations with 
the Japanese factories . .. І already 
have a letter from Honda... and we 
will make the final decision in 
June... but, yes, І am sure that this, 
the twins, is the only way. 

I have many people who tell me that 
nobody will build twins. We must do 
something. If we do nothing we know 
that the end is coming. If we decide 
on twins and then this is a failure, then 

the 500cc class will die. But I will not 
as president stretch out this death by 
running a championship just for the 
big teams and waiting for a couple 
more machines to appear. And even 
if we had more four-cylinder machines, 
we would not have the riders to ride 
them. Riding 250s does not prepare 
you to ride 500s and the only 500s that 
exist are in the World Championships 
only. There are no 500s to learn on. 
Look at Sito Pons. He was the best 
in 250cc but he is absolutely nowhere 
in 500cc. The European riders don't 
have the background of riding dirt 
track like Kocinski has. No European 
rider in the last four or five years has 
been successful in 500cc. 
Probably what Roberts would say is 
that while American riders train all 
season long, every week, riding on dirt 
over the winter, European riders do not 
carry out the kind of programs that 
prepare them for 500cc riding. It 
sounds like you are saying that the 
fours are too powerful and we must 
have bikes that the European riders can 
ride. 
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Not that European riders can 
ride . . . that all riders can ride. At all 
levels of competition... from 
National to World. Now we have a. 
select group of elite riders and teams, 
a very small group of riders who аге” 
capable of riding them and a very small 
circle of three teams who can afford. 
to lease them. When Honda, the 
biggest bike builder in the world, says 
they can no longer afford to develop. 
500s it should tell us something. In - 
spite of what IRTA people say, I сап. 
tell you that it is not only Honda but 
also Suzuki who say they are prepared 
to build twins. Suzuki says that if the 
proposal is approved by the Manage- 
ment Council that they will be able: 
to produce twins in series... some 
hundreds of them. And we also know ` 
that Aprilia and Bimota will build 
twins. Of course I have no contract ' 
signed with the factories to oblige them | 
to keep their promises, but what е? 
factories tell the FIM is what they; 
intended to do.” } 
But the factories seem to be saying; 
something completely different to 
IRTA. 4 

Look, think about this.. Why аге 
Honda, for example, going to give 
their plans to Paul Butler, who is an 
employee of Kenny Roberts and 
Yamaha? If you look at the executive 
committee of IRTA you find it is in 
the hands of the big teams through 
their employees like Paul Butler, Garry 
Taylor, Ian McKay . . . they are work- 
ing for their own interests, they must. 
We receive our information directly 
from the Japanese factories. It is 
normal that the factories talk directly 
to the FIM and not through IRTA. The 
factories do not speak through IRTA, 
but IRTA goes around saying that the 
factories have told them this or that. 
I don't like people spreading informa- 
tion that they are manipulating and | 
I don't like people who wear the 
uniforms of teams saying that they 
represent the best interests of the sport. | 
This doesn't mean that I don't like 
Paul Butler. He is a friend of mine, 
but he doesn't try to look over the’ 
horizon. He looks to the immediate" 
interests of his team. One more year 
with the Marlboro contract is very 
important for his team, but the FIM 
looks to the long-term good of the 
sport. I cannot let the king class of 
racing, the 500 class, die just so thé 
top teams can continue for another 
year." 

When would the twin-cylinder rule go 
into effect and would there be a 
handicapping system to allow fours 
and threes to compete as well? 

We still have final talks scheduled with 
the factories but from what I have been 
told and from the other information 
that I have, the factories will support 
this and we will then decide if it is 
to be for the 1993 season or to start 
in 1994. The idea of handicapping is 
one of the things we are discussing, 
but I am absolutely against it. If we 
are to replace the fours with twins, we 
should let the grand fours die with 
dignity, not load them with weight and 
restrictions, I want a straight change 
to twin-cylinder bikes without handi- 
capping. And I will also say that I am 
open to discuss with IRTA whether 
the twins would go in 1993 or 
1994... if they want to discuss this 
they can when the time comes. The 
decision will be made by June 22. cn

Edsman wins, Zoll 
zapped at MK200

HILO, HI, MAY 25-26 

ahu’s Joe Edsman edged ‘out 
О fellow islander Matt Sweitzer by 

one point, 15-16, to score his 
second overall win at the 16th running 
of the Rock Island Riders’ Mauna Kea 
200 Enduro, held on the big island of 
Hawaii. Edsman, who last won the event 
in 1989, defeated last year’s Mauna Kea 
200 winner Ron Lawson, who was in 
contention for the overall before drown- 
ing out his mount in one of the enduro’s 
many deep waterholes near the end of 
day two. 

Finishing third overall, one point 
behind Sweitzer, was Steve Trinies, 
while Carl Kaui (22 points) and Troy 
Stocks (23) rounded out the five overall, 
respectively. 

Steve Zoll, a two-time winner of the 
Mauna Kea 200 Enduro, looked to have 
his third MK200 overall win in the bag 
when the results were first posted 
approximately five hours after the event. 
Zoll’s scorecard read nine points to 
Edsman’s 12, but, an hour later, club 
officials decided to penalize Zoll 20 
points for performing what they said 
was an illegal part change to his 
motorcycle during the event. This gave 
Zoll a total of 29 points, which dropped 
the local favorite from first overall to 
ninth. 

Class winners in the A division 
included surfing legend Gerry Lopez 
(125cc), Carl Kaui (200cc), Edsman 
(250cc) and Schweitzer (500cc). 

Scoring top honors in the B division 
was Patrick Rapoza who dropped 28 
points, while Dickey Alcuran (45 points) 
nipped Mike Zane on the tiebreakers for 
second overall. Samual Van Gieson (47) 
and Billy Gomes (56) finished fourth and 
fifth, respectively. 

Making a surprise showing at this 
year’s event was two-time Supercross 
and five-time National MX Champion 
Rick Johnson. Johnson, who retired 





from professional motocross racing 
earlier this year because of a wrist injury, 
finished 15th overall and sixth in the 
250cc class. 

"I came over for John DeSoto's 
daughter's wedding and he talked me 
into giving it a try," Johnson said. “І 
thought it was a lot of fun and I'd like 
to try it again next year." 

'The event kicked off at 6:30 a.m. 
Saturday at the Hilo Hawaiian Hotel 
in downtown Hilo. After a short ride 
on pavement, the course led the 150-plus 
riders into the rain forests for a some- 
what short stint on a narrow and muddy 
trail before reaching a two-track rocky 
road that led to the first of a number 
of lava crossings. Hidden after the first 
lava flow section was the first secret 
check of the enduro, that saw just seven 
riders score a zero, which included top 
competitors Edsman, Zoll, David Hahn, 
John DeSoto Jr. and Schweitzer. John 
DeSoto Sr., Lopez and Johnson were 
among the few who burned the check. 
Most of the top riders dropped one or 
two points here. 

A few miles later the second secret 
check caught a number of riders off 
guard, although 22 riders still managed 
a zero, including front-runners 


Schweitzer, Zoll, Edsman, Lopez and 


Johnson. 

After the second check the riders 
followed the trail around and nearly to 
the top of the 13,796-foot dormant 
Mauna Kea volcano. Only one secret 
check was used throughout the approx- 
imately two-hour-long section, which 
most of the leaders zeroed. However, 
immediately following this check was 
a reset, which was preceded by yet 
another secret check located less than 
three miles down the trail that caught 
many riders napping. This check 
burned more than 30 riders by at least 
one or two minutes. Included in the 
burn catagory were DeSoto Jr., 
Schweitzer, Johnson and Lawson. 

Heading the charts after day one were 
just three riders with zeros: Edsman, Zoll 
and Matt Torres. Next on the list with 
twos were DeSoto Jr., Kit Palmer and 
Trinies, while Ed Cummings, Grant 
Palenske and George Knox were next 
with three points apiece. Other notables 
were Lopez, Johnson, Sweitzer and Matt 





Lyman with fours, and last year's winner 
Lawson, and local motocrosser Phil 
Oveland with fives. 

Eleven riders failed to finish the day, 
including Mauna Kea 200 regulars Dru 
Brenneman (ignition), David Klein 
(kickstarter lever) and multi-time MK200 
winner John DeSoto Sr. (multiple flat 
tires). 

Zoll's Kawasaki KDX200 barely made 
it to the impound after the first day with 
a badly broken rear hub. Since club rules 
strictly forbid the competitors from 
accepting any outside assistance, or 
replacing parts that are not carried with 
the riders themselves, Zoll ended up 
swapping rear wheels with fellow 
competitor Paul Jenson's KDX. (Jenson 
had injured his shoulder Saturday and 
decided Sunday morning that he would 
not continue) According to officials, 
this was a perfectly legal move but only 
if the parts swapping took place on the 
trail, not in the impound area. Zoll, 
however, swapped wheels in the 
impound and was later zapped with a 
20-point penalty, which cost him the 
overall win. 

“I asked a club official if I could do 
the work inside the impound and he said 
yes," said Zoll, who accepted the penalty 
without an appeal. "Apparently he was 
not an official official. Oh well. It 
doesn't really matter anyway. I know I 
rode well and that's what really counts." 

Most of the first 40 miles of day two 
featured the same trail across the lava 
flows but in the opposite direction. The 
lava flows section was then followed by 
approximately 50 miles of trail through 
the rain forests, perhaps the toughest 
section of the enduro. A secret check, 
a “lunch” check and another secret check 
in this section effectively decided the 
outcome of the entire event. These three 
checks caught almost all of the riders 
behind schedule. Zoll scored the lowest 
accumulative points at the three checks 


(three, five and zero points), as Trinies - 


was second fastest with a five, eight and 
azero. Edsman also had one of the lowest 
scores with a six, seven and two. Other 
notable scores were Torres with a 6, 7, 
2; Kaui 9, 5, 1, Troy Stocks 9, 5, 2; Patrick 
Gouveia 7, 8, 2; David Stillwell 8, 9, 1; 
Palenske 15, 9, 0; Lopez 14, 10, 6; 
Johnson 14, 10, 4 and Palmer 12, 13, 
3 


Lawson’s ride came to an end when 
he water-logged his KTM ina water hole 
and houred out before reaching the first 
of the three checks. 

After approximately 200 miles of trail, 
the enduro concluded just outside of 
Hilo where all the finishers went 
through a final tech inspection. All bikes 
had to have a working headlight, 
taillight, brakelight and horn, as well 
as a rear-view mirror and a license plate, 
or would be penalized one point for each 
missing or non-working part. 

In the highly competitive team div- 
ision, the Kauai team, of Ed Cummings, 
Paul Andrade and Spence Aguiar, scored 
the win with.a total of 100 points. The 
Rad Rider Dudes (Frank McClure, Carl 
Kaui and Michael Powers) was second 
with 147, while the Maui Boys (Lopez, 
Johnson and Paul Miller) rounded out 


the top three with 150. ev

Fullmer wins Bad Boy Enduro

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, MAY 19 

Bill Fullmer Jr. powered a borrowed Honda 
XR600 around a challenging course to earn 
his first-ever overall victory at the Bad Boy 
Enduro held at Teagle Wash near Red 
Mountain. The District 37 event was the first 
race hosted by the Barbenders West M.C. 

The 50-mile first loop offered a variety of 
terrain with high speed averages for the 375 
riders. Although the C riders found it difficult, 
the A riders seemed to breeze through the first 
long section, with few dropping many points. 
Fullmer, who was riding a stone-stock bike 
borrowed from his father, dropped only one 
point, as did KT M's Jimmy Lewis, Kawasaki's 
Vet rider Kenny Parry, Team Green's Ted 
Hunnicutt and Grant Palenske. Not far 
behind in the points, with two each, were 
125cc rider Daren Rivers, who was having 
odometer problems, and Jason Ingersoll. 

“The first section was really good," said 
Fuller, who is sponsored by his dad, Morris 
Sorudne Charts and Scott USA. “I barely made 
a couple of my checks. I was 58 seconds into 
my minute. I was conscious of my overall 
position the whole time and knew I had to 
make them. I'm sure the first loop was a little 
rough on the C riders, because of the length 
of the course and the speed averages." 

Fullmer felt it was an accomplishment to 
just finish the second loop, which offered a 
lot of technical sections for the A and B riders. 
He idealized it as “perfect for the top riders” 
and he proved he was the closest to perfect 
that dayby dropping only seven points to win 
the overall title. Tough 5 averages forced 


Fullmer to drop one point on check J and 
three points each on checks K and N. 





“Туе come in second so many times,” said 
Fullmer. “I'm really happy to finally get an 
overall, especially on a four-stroke. I'm 
grateful to my dad for lending it to me." 

Lewis had speed problems with the. same 
checks that Fuller did. He noted that he 
enjoyed the challenging event, in which he 
took second overall and first A 250 with nine 
points. 

Tied for third were the two top Vet riders 
of the day, Parry and Palenske. The duo had 
been close in points all day long. Parry won 
out for third with 10.526 points, in spite of 
having to deal with a lot of B riders because 
of his 42-minute start. Palenske settled for 
fourth with 10.617 points. Hunnicutt placed 
fifth with 12 points, having burned check B 
by nine seconds. He was first A Open rider 
to finish. Steve Ogren just beat out Ingersoll, 
forsixth place. Ogren had 13.704 points, while 
Ingersoll came in with 13.770. 

Two 16-year-olds battled it out for the A 
200cc class trophy. Darren Rivers came in 
eighth with 14 points, while Dana Van Stee 
grabbed ninth with 15 points. Rounding out 
the top 10 was Tim Moore with 17 points. 

First overall B rider was 11th place overall 
finisher Lonnie Pedersen, who rode his Open 
Honda in the Vet class. He had 18 points. 
Anna Cody Merrit won the Women's class.

Davis rules Pine Ridge Enduro

CHADRON, NE, MAY 5 

Veteran Rocky Mountain Enduro circuit rider 
Kevin Davis topped a field of 450 riders to 
score the overall win at the 22nd running of 
the Pine Ridge Enduro. 

The Pine Ridge Enduro takes place in the 
pine-splotched hills of northwest Nebraska. 
Contrary to what the name implies, it is not 
the ridges that give this event its characer but 
the canyons and gullies that vein the area. 

The competition for the overall was 
unusually close in this second event of the 
series. In the absence of local riders Fritz 
Kadlec and Kelby Pepper (Kadlec is pursuing 
mountain bike racing and Pepper is out with 
a knee injury), there were 10 to 15 riders that 
essentially had an equal chance at the overall 
trophy. Three times Rocky Mountain Enduro 
Series champ and the “old man” of the AA 
class Davis proved the value of experience by 
topping the “young 'uns" with a score of 11 
minutes dropped over the 100-mile course. 

Second overall went to last year’s 200cc A 
class champion, George Villanyi, who carded 
a 12. The youngest of the AA riders Jim Gray 
also scored a 12. Last year’s series runner-up 
John Bruckbauer, scored yet another 12 for 
fourth overall. Fifth overall went to Dwain 
Taylor who had a debit of 13 points. 

Dave Lindeman topped the 250cc A class 
with another 13 points and in the process 
showed the value of several years trials 
competition experience on the log-infested 
trails of the event. Tim Wilbanks and Roy 
McMurtry both used scores of 19 to score first 
place in the Open and 200cc A classes, 
respectively. 

Seventeen-year-old Mike Charleville waxed 
his B class opposition and took home the 
overall B trophy with a score of 21 points. 
Second overall B was Tom Dillon who carded 
a 24. 

Stacy Hollis aced his C class rivals with a 
half course score of nine points for the overall 
C trophy. The only other C rider even close 
was his brother Grant with 13 points dropped. 
Not far behind was top Super Senior rider

Hall hammers down at Grattan

GRATTAN, MI, MAY 19 

Team Hammer’s Kurt Hall continued his 
total command of the Suzuki National Cup 
races by winning both of the Suzuki paying 
A Superstock and B Superstock races at 
Grattan Raceway. The two Grattan wins 
brings Hall’s Suzuki Cup winning streak to 
13 straight. 

Hall (who at one time held the track record 
at Grattan) took control of the A Superstock 
race from the very beginning. Teammates 
Michael Martin and Britt Turkington, along 
with Ray Yoder, were running in close order 
behind Hall early in the race. 

Hall and Martin whose bikes are both built 
to the limit of Superstock rules, began to pull 
away from Turkington whose machine is still 
relatively stock. Yoder was falling even farther 
back with transmission problems. In an effort 
to make up for his horsepower disadvantage, 
Turkington was pushing hard through the 
twisty sections of the track. 

That strategy was paying off, he was right 
on Martin when suddenly he crashed to the 
pavement on the tight right-hand turn five. 

Hall put in a string of near perfect laps 
getting into the 1:26s (unheard of on a 
Superstock bike at Grattan) and pulled clear 
of Martin. At the finish his margin of victory 
over the Texan was four seconds. Hall credited 
his mechanic Scotty Beach for his expertise: 
" After the Michigan Grand Prix, Scotty made 
some suspension changes to the bike and they 
really paid off.” 

After Martin came local Grattan wizard 
Stevie Patterson in third. Last year’s WERA 
novice sensation Tom Wilson came in fourth 
ahead of the fading Yoder. 

Martin gave it another shot trying to beat 
Hall in the B Superstock race. Hall led lap 
one before Martin took command during the 
middle segment of the race. In the closing 
stages, Hall repassed Martin going into turn 
one and held on to win his second race of 
the day. 

The only rider to best Hall on the day was 
the current “King of Grattan’’ Fritz Kling. 
Kling riding a five-year-old Yamaha FZR750/ 
1000 hybrid, passed Hall on the third lap and 
went on to win the Michigan Grand Prix by 
nine seconds. Kling's low 1:26s during the GP 
were the fastest laps of the weekend.
